MR  WHITTLE  HARVEY’S  FAREWELL  TO 
HIS  CONSTITUENTS. 

The  public  ought  to  understand  the  sacrifices 
which  Air  Whittle  Harvey  has  made  to  it,  Mr 
Harvey  having  so  often  stated  them  with  an  aritli- 
metical  precision,  embellished  with  many  beauties  of 
exalted  sentiment,  and  the  most  touching  protesta¬ 
tions  of  devotion. 

Who  has  forgotten  Mr  Harvey's  conduct  in  18.‘IG  ? 
The  Reform  Association  of  the  borough  culled  upon 
him  to  resign  his  seat  because  uf  his  desertion  of  the 
appropriation  clause.  He,  at  first  thoughts  (which 
are  never  best)  resolved  to  acquiesce,  and,  leaving 
the  ungrateful  service  of  his  country,  to  earn  a  cer¬ 
tain  3,000/.  a-year,  which  he  might,  could,  and 
should  gain  by  parliamentary  practice  upon  ceasing 
to  be  a  member.  On  second  thoughts,  however,  liu 
repented  him  of  this  too  hasty,  or  too  interested  de¬ 
termination  ;  he  perceived  that  tlic  Reform  Associa¬ 
tion  did  not  express  the  opinions  of  the  borough  ; 
he  discovered  that  he  was  in  possession  of  the  fiillcNi 
confidence  and  attachment  of  the  constituency,  and 
for  a  pitiful  3,000/.  a-year  he  could  not  consent  to  dc- 

Krive  them  of  the  satisfaction,  the  benefit,  and  tile 
onour  of  having  him  for  a  representative.  He  re¬ 
nounced  the  3.00(J/.  a-ycar,  whicii  he  might,  could, 
would,  or  should  make  as  u  Parliamentary  agent.

Lord  John  Russell,  without  any 
reference  to  Mr  Whittle  Harvey's  public  opinions 
and  public  conduct,  recognised  in  his  character,  apart 
from  all  political  considerations,  such  claims  to  titc 
favours  of  Government,  that  he  at  once  offered  him 
Che  appointment.  Mr  Harvey,  with  a  very  good  grace, 
accepted  it.  He  begaa  the  duties,  and  there  is  extant 
a  beautiful  record,  in  his  owu  bund,  of  bis  stu|xn- 
dotis  toils, — how  he  badged  and  nuiiibere<l  as  never 
man  badged  and  numbejr^  before — how  he  scarchetl 
into  the  livoeof  Jarvic9«^Sfid  xcrutifuseij  the  clurac- 
ters  and  eonversations  of  cabmen.  The  Ffbreelean 
labour  performed,  came  the  rub.  It  was  discovered, 
alas!  that  Mr  Hurvey  could  not  hold  his  place  and 
his  seat  too.  He  must  choose  between  sweet  Sontb- 
wark  and  the  hackney-eouch  stand.  He  liail  to 
make  his  election  of  700/.  a-yeur,  or  the  representiN 
lion  of  the  borough.  Without  u  hesitation,  he  flung 
down  the  budge,  he  gave  the  hacks  to  the  winds  ihut 
blow  through  their  broken  w’indows,  he  siirrendercil 
up  the  700/.  a-year,  and  he  embraced  sweet  Soutli 
wark,  oh !  how  fondly,  and  with  what  tender  pro¬ 
fessions  of  unalterable  constancy.  When  we  saw  this 
devotion  it  seemed  to  us  impossible  tiiat  miy  cousi- 
deration  could  tear  this  man  from  his  Southwark.  VV'e 
had  nut  thought  perhaps  so  much  as  wc  ought  to  have 
done  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  certain  3,000/  u-year  in 
the  subjunctive  mood  of  the  verb  to  have,  because 
wc  have  an  habitual  distrust  of  the  subjunctive  muoii 
of  that  particular  verb  ;  but  the  surrender  uf  700/., 
and  so  well  acted,  was  something  more  positive  in 
attestation  of  soft  Southwark's  charms.

There 
may  be  persons  not  sufficiently  versed  in  the  gram¬ 
matical  difference  between  the  subjunctive  mood  and 
the  indicative  mood,  prcseiii  tense,  to  understand 
why  Mr  Harvey  chooses  the  Police  office  with 
1,500/.  a-year  instead  of  the  emoluments  of  Parlia¬ 
mentary  practice  at  3,000/.  which  he  has  so  long 
foregone,  and  could  always  make,  if  he  chose  it,  on 
such  terms  as  the  desertion  of  sweet  Southwark. 
But  this  problem  is  cleared  up  iu  Ids  farewell 
address  to  his  constitueats,  wherein  he  paints  tho 
charms  of  his  new  office  iu  those  colours  of  uzuru 
and  gold  wherewith  the  constable's  staff  is  indeed 
ordinarily  decked.  It  must,  we  confess,  be  rather  a 
heart-breaking  reverse  for  the  good  folks  of  South¬ 
wark,  who  have  hitherto  feasted  in  Mr  Harvey's  ad- 
dresses  on  the  praises  of  the  Borough,  and  tho 
honours  and  joys  never  to  be  exceeded  of  its  repre¬ 
sentation,  now,  instead  of  this  grateful  topic,  to  read 
of  the  unequalled  beauties  and  graces  of  a  Comiuis- 
sionership  of  Police.

;)articularly  when  in  an  excited  state,  should  be  very  cauti¬ 
ous  what  admissions  they  make.” 

We  thoroughly  agree  with  the  writer  in  Fraser  s 
Magazine  as  to  the  merits  of  Dr  Whittaker’s  ad-v 
dress  and  the  demerits  of  Mr  Close’s,  but  the  author 
I  of  the  article  appears  to  luistuku  the  motive  of  the 
Cheltenham  curate  in  supposing  that  he  endeavoured 
to  dissuade  the  Chartists  from  what  he  describes  as 
“  the  insane  proceeding”  of  going  to  church,  lest  the 
respectable  i>eople  should  be  frightened. 

The  fact  is,  that  Mr  Close  makes  a  very  large 
income  on  the  voluntary  principle  (against  which  he 
is  for  ever  railing) — that  is,  by  pre.sents  from  the 
wealthy  congregation  attending  his  church,  and  the 
consequence  of  the  occupation  of  the  church  by  the 
Chartists,  and  the  e.xciusion  of  the  opulent  admirers 
of  the  reverend  preacher,  would  have  been  the 
destruction  of  the  main  profit  of  his  curacy,  the 
regular  emoluments  of  which  would  not  amount  to 
more  than  80/.  a  year  or  thereabouts.  The  income

The  Staifordshire  meeting  was  conducted  with 
excellent  spirit  and  ability.  We  had  only  to  regret 
the  chairraan*s  charge  of  sedition  against  the  Tones 
according  to  Mr  Justice  Coleridge  and  Mr  Justice 
Littled^’s  definiliona  of  sedition— namely,  that  it 
is  seditiou 

to  speak  with  disrespect  of  constituted  authoritias,  eo. 
deavouring  to  lower  them  in  public  estimation.’  (Hear.)  Mr 
Justice  Littledale  (added  the  chairman)  had  detined  lUition 
ia  nearly  the  same  term,  adding  that  it  was  seditioa  in ‘par¬ 
sons  go'mg  about  speaking  ill  of  the  Government.’” 

Such  doctrines,  which  would  destroy  the  liberty 
of  speech  and  the  liberty  of  the  press,  and  shield 
persons  in  authority  against  alt  animadversion, 
should  be  spurned  by  Reformers,  not  turned  against 
their  opponents.  It  would  be  great  folly  indeed  to 
adopt  principles  incompatible  with  liberty,  because 
the  Tories  carry  their  invectives  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  proper  licence  of  political  observation.  We 
would  much  rather  compound  for  the  treason  of 
their  speeches  than  take  their  treason  law. 

At  Newport  Mr  J.  H.  Hawkins,  the  member  for 
the  borough,  delivered  a  speech  of  great  ability  on 
the  Government,  its  claims  to  support,  and  the  tnie 
policy  of  Reformers.  The  view  which  Mr  Hawkins 
takes  of  the  subject,  wide  and  ramified  as  it  is,  is 
remarkable  for  its  completeness  ;  and  he  did  not 
omit  to  point  out  the  great  successes  in  the  foreign 
policy  of  the  Ministry,  which  are  too  apt  to  be  ina¬ 
dequately  appreciated

Talk  about  the  mioiatry 
being  weak,  imbecile,  and  vacillating  !  They  were  tm  jirH 
that  ever  successfully  coped  with  the  intrigue  and  ambtUon  f 
Russia.  Nothing  since  the  war  could  he  placed  in  co^ 
parisoo  with  thn  results  of  that  expedition,  and  he  doabtm 
whether  any  event  of  the  last  war  even  could  be 
with  it.  But  had  they  had  no  sucoeas  anywhere  ost  • 
India  ?  Had  not  the  differences  between  Belgium  wd 
land,  consequent  on  the  separation  of  those  countriea, 
amicably  settlad  ?

in  effect  the  vigilant  safeguard  of  law  and  liberty.  Nor  is 
the  City  force  {lopular  in  its  formation  only  ;  it  is  essentially 
90  in  its  government.  Station  is  neither  obtained  nor  ad¬ 
vanced  by  favour— the  ranks  of  the  men  form  the  nursery  of 
the  officers.” 

Two  things  puzzle  us  in  this  picture  en  beau  of 
the  City  constable.

There  is,  indeed,  a  current  saying  about  rubbing 
folks  down  with  an  oak  towel,  which  has  some  ana¬ 
logy  to  the  uses  to  which  Mr  Harvey  proposes  to 
bend  the  staff  of  our  Saxon  ancestors,  but  it  implies 
an  application  of  the  instrument  so  vigorous  as  to 
make  it  flexible  and  circumambient  in  no  tender 
way ;  and  it  cannot  be  Mr  Harvey’s  intention  to 
make  a  supple-jack  of  the  ancient  sceptre  of  the 
Dogberrys. 

The  second  thing  that  passes  our  comprehension 
is  this.  Mr  Harvey  tells  us  that  **  station  in  the 
City  police  is  neither  obtained  nor  advanced  by 
favour — the  ranks  of  the  men  form  the  nursery  of 
the  officer's** — then  how  in  tl)e  name  of  wonder  does 
Mr  Harvey  get  to  the  top  of  it  ?

A  PASTORAL  EXAMPLE. 

Ad  announcement  that  the  Rev.  Mr  Close  is  env 
ployed  in  the  organization  of  an  ^erative  Conser¬ 
vative  association,  on  the  most  bigoted  principles, 
reminds  us  that  we  have  omitted  to  notice  a  remark¬ 
able  exemplification  of  the  pastoral  merits  of  thijs 
reverend  gentlemen,  which  appeared  in  Fraser's 
Magazine  for  November,  in  an  article  on  **  The 
Church  and  the  Chartists,**  in  which  we  find  many 
just  observations : — 

Oh  !  for  a  flourish  of  trumpets  to  usher  in  that  sermon 
preached  ia  the  collegiate  church  at  Manchester  by,  we 
make  no  doubt,  Mr  Parkinson,  who,  when  the  Chartists  ap¬ 
peared  before  him,  boldly  ipive  out  for  his  text,  *  It  ia  wnb* 
tea,  my  house  shall  be  callM  a  bouse  of  prayer,  hut  ye  have 
made  it  a  den  of  thieves  !*  This  was  enough ;  they  eva¬ 
cuated  the  sacred  building  forthwith;  satisfied  with  the  text, 
they  did  not  require  any  comment.  Leas  fbrtuaate  was  Mr 
Booth,  at  Norwich,  who,  when  he  quoted  the  words  of  the 
Iwned,  in  wlmtaoever  aUte  1  am,  there- 
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appoiatiBMt  of  Catholics  to  office.  In  Ireland  the  resnlt  of 
the  evslein  of  mvernio|C  that  country  pursued  by  the  present 
MioUtry  had  been  such  that  one-half  of  the  troops,  which 
Tory  Govemments  found  necessary  to  uphold  their  power, 
were  spared  for  the  serrice  of  the  country  in  other  parts,  and 
they  had  it  on  the  authority  of  Mr  O’Connell,  that  if  more 
ref^iments  were  wanted  they  could  be  spared.” 

Mr  J.  H.  Hawkins,  it  will  be  remembered,  dis- 
tlneuJsked  himself  in  the  debates  on  the  Reform 
Bill  by  one  of  the  most  eloquent  speeches  delivered 
on  that  exciting  occasion. 

Mr  Gibson  made  a  speech  full  of  good  points  at 
the  dinner  given  to  him  by  the  Reformers  of  Cam¬ 
bridge.  Mr  Gibson  has  a  knack  of  handling  details 
which  extremely  incommodes  the  Tories.  Instead 
of  waging  the  war  in  generalities,  he  goes  into  spe* 
cialities  the  most  distasteful  to  his  opponents.  Upon 
the  question  of  the  Government  inspection  of  schools 
he  remarked — 

«  The  clergy  and  the  squirearchy  were  now  in  terror  lest 
the  people  should  know  too  much.  They  know  that,  if  the 
fiews  Government  were  carried  out,  and  a  system  of  Gu- 
veminent  inspection  set  on  foot,  there  would  really  be  a 
chance  of  bona  fide  instruction  being  given  to  the  parochial 
schools.  They  raised  the  report  that  her  Majesty  s  Minis¬ 
ters  were  about  to  send  two  inspectors  to  examine  into  the 
state  of  the  public  schools,  who  are  to  be  Turks  or  heretics. 
(Great  laughter.)  But  it  turned  out  that  Ministers  in  their 
selection  of  these  inspectors  had  gone  almost  too  far  the  other 
way  to  conciliate  the  high  church  party,  and  that  they  were 
two  stanch  churchmen,  who  had  subscribed  to  every  one  of 
the  39  articles.  It  was  hut  reasonable  to  suppose  that  these 
schools  which  received  the  public  money  should  be  subject  to 
public  inspection.  Otherwise  he  was  convinced  that  the  bene¬ 
volent  views  of  the  Government  would  be  thwarted,  and  that, 
under  the  plea  of  teaching  religion,  ignorance  would  be  prac¬ 
tically  maintained.  He  could  give  an  instance  of  the  sort  of 
care  which  some  of  the  clergy  extended  towards  the  public 
schools  in  their  respective  neighbourhoods.  In  a  parish  in 
the  north  (he  would  not  mention  names,  but  would  vouch 
for  the  truth  of  what  he  asserted),  a  school. house  had 
been  erected;  a  salary  was  provided  for  the  schoolmaster  by 
the  will  of  some  charitable  individual.  Ou  visiting  the  parish 
some  short  time  since,  a  friend  of  his  had  found  that  the 
schoolmaster’s  salary  was  paid  towards  the  poor-rate,  and 
the  school-r(M>m  was  a  depot  for  bacon  and  cyder ;  not  a 
single  scholar.  There  was  the  clergyman  in  the  parish; 
there  was  the  bishop  in  the  diocese;  there  was  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  apparatus,  as  we  are  told,  for  sound  education,  and  there 
was  the  school- house  full  of  bacon  and  cyder.  (Great  laugh¬ 
ter.)  In  the  case  of  the  Pocklington  school,  the  endowment 
amounted  to  9(K)/1  per  annum  ;  and  the  country  would  be  sur¬ 
prised  to  hea"  that  the  guardians  of  the  endowment — those 
who  were  bonnd  to  see  its  provisions  duly  executed — were 
the  roasters  and  fellows  of  St  .John's  College,  iu  this  univer¬ 
sity  (hear);  on  inquiry  some  time  since,  it  was  found  there 
was  only  one  scholar,  and  the  master  was  gone  out  of  the  way 
of  his  creditors.  (Loud  laughter  and  cheers.)  They  never 
would  have  a  good  system  of  education  without  government 
inspectitin.”  ^ 

We  cannot  see  that  any  good  purpose  is  answered 
by  the  publication  of  the  corre.spondence  between 
criminals  condemned  to  death  and  the  Ordinary  of 
Newgate.  A  letter  from  Lees  (who  was  executed 
last  Monday  for  the  murder  of  his  wife)  to  the  Rev. 
Mr  Carver  is  now  going  the  rounds  of  the  press,  in 
which  his  regeneration  is  attributed  to  his  bad  habits 
and  his  crime— 

“  I  am  sorry  to  say  it  was  only  strong  drink  and  giving 
way  to  pa.«sion  that  bought  me  here;  but  had  it  not  been 
for  that,  J  should  have  gone  through  the  world  in  darkness 
all  the  days  of  my  life.” 

Thus  to  his  evil  habits  and  crime  he  supposed  him¬ 
self  indebted  for  the  path  to  salvation.  The  publi¬ 
cation  of  such  sentiments  can  do  no  good.

'spoken  out  ever  so  warmly,  get  disproved  and 
snamed  if  false,  and  eren  if  partially  true,  lose  much 
of  their  rancour.  There  ou^t  at  present  to  be  no 
j  serious  cause  of  quarrel  between  the  countries.  The 
Prensh,  Government  has,  it  seems,  taken  fitting 
steps  Tor  terminatini^  consistently  with  its  honour 
and  interests,  the  blockade  of  Buenos  Ayres.  With 
Algiers  we  have  nothing  to  do,  unless  Morocco  or 
I  Tunis  be  threatened.  And  as  to  the  Egyptian 
question,  the  settlement  of  alt  doubts  and  diffbr. 
ences  respecting  the  eventual  defence  of  Constanti¬ 
nople  must  accelerate  the  consent  of  France,  and 
the  submission  of  the  Pacha,  to  just  and  not  onerous 
conditions.  One  great  cause  of  umbrage  and  suspi- 
cion  indeed  exists,  and  that  is,  the  unusual  develop¬ 
ment  which  France  is  making  of  its  naval  force, 
especially  in  the  Mediterranean.  France,  it  is  known, 
throws  tne  chief  portion  of  her  expenditure  to  keep 
up  an  army  of  400,000  men.  We,  on  the  contrary, 
durect  (or  should  direct)  our  funds  and  attention  to 
our  wc^den  walls  ;  and  France  hitherto  never  felt  it 
necessary  to  compete  with  us  in  the  number  and 
force  of  her  ships.  It  is  now  otherwise.  She  would

RUSSIA,  TURKEY,  FRANCE,  AND  EGYPT. 

It  seems  that  Russia  consents  to  annul  the  treaty 
of  Unkiar  Skelcssi,  or  rather  she  abandons  insisting 
on  its  renewal  in  1840,  when  it  expires.  The  maxim 
of  Russia  for  the  last  years  has  been  to  consider 
the  concerns  of  Turkey  as  peculiarly  her  own,  and 
to  stand  completely  apart  from  the  other  powers, 
even  in  matters  where  all  were  agreed  in  the  same 
aim.  Thus,  when  the  conference  at  Vienna  was 
proposed,  Russia-  refused  to  join  it,  though  she  di¬ 
rected  her  envoy  to  treat  amicably  with  the  other 
envoys.  Russia  considered  herself  sole  protectress 
of  Turkey,  and  denied  to  other  powers  the  right  of 
even  sending  vessels  into  the  Sea  of  Marmora  to 
protect  Constantinople  from  an  Asiatic  invasion. 
In  1839  Russia  at  length  recedes  from  these  preten¬ 
sions,  admits  the  force  of  a  common  European  law 
and  general  right  with  regard  to  preserving  the 
independence  of  Turkey,  and,  in  fact,  joins  once 
more  the  great  league  of  Europe,  from  which  she 
had  detached  herself.  This  is  ao  event  of  very 
great,  very  paramount  importance,  doing  very  great 
honour  to  the  Cabinets  which  have  achieved  it. 
The  presence  indeed  of  a  combined  French  and 
English  fleet  at  the  entrance  of  the  Dardanelles, 
determined  on  its  aim,  and  frank  in  declaring  what 
it  was  prepared  to  do — its  permanence  and  persist* 
ence  in  remaining,  notwithstanding  minor  bickerings 
between  France  and  England,  showed  that  the  two 
countries,  however  differing  at  Alexandria,  were 
agreed  as  to  Constantinople,  and  that  Russia  could 
not  defy  them.  The  Czar  has  yielded  with  a  good 
grace,  na}',  has  performed  for  us  the  good  offices  of 
a  cordial  ally.  He  has  forced  the  Shah  of  Persia  to 
unconditional  submission,'  and,  by  undoing  ike  knot 
of  Unkiar  Skelessi,  has  left  not  many  points  of  dif- 
ference  between  England  and  Russia ;  and  these 
points,  especially  the  commerce  of  the  Black  Sea, 
may  be  soon  and  satisfactorily  arranged. 

xhe  motives  which  have  guided  and  directed 
Russian  policy  into  this  new  course  seem  not  very 
evident.  The  avowed  ambition  of  Russia  during 
the  last  seven  years,  however,  bad  produced  such  a 
union  between  England,  France,  and  Austria,  that 
the  necessity  for  breaking  this  triple  league,  as  pre¬ 
liminary  to  any  aim  or  policy,  was  felt  at  St  Peters¬ 
burg;  and  no  doubt  efiTorts  kave  been  and  are 
making  with  this  view.  In  becoming  more  frieadiy 
with  Russia,  however,  there  is  no  oera  of  RnglendA 
qaaurreUUif  with  France.  Causes  of  (fif&rence  there 
are,  bo  doubt,  of  pique,  end  rivalry,  swelled  and  ag* 
gravafied  from  lime  to  time  by  the  freedom  of  speech 
and  of  the  prcM  whidb  both  countries  ei^y.  But

necessary  to  compete  witn  us  in  tne  numDer  ana 
force  of  her  ships.  It  is  now  otherwise.  She  would 
be  equal ;  and  with  what  aim  is  instantly  asked.  It 
can  only  be  with  the  view  to  a  future,  and  perhaps 
not  distant,  struggle  in  the  Meiiiterranean.  If  so, 
we  must  look  to  ourselves,  maintain  our  naval  supe¬ 
riority  at  all  risks  and  at  all  expense. 

In  the  midst  of  such  considerucions  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  the  moet  amicable  spirit  prevails  be¬ 
tween  the  French  and  English  naval  services,  and 
that  if  reasons  of  policy  and  the  views  of  Govern¬ 
ments  portend  a  breach,  there  is  no  such  rivalry  be¬ 
tween  the  officers  of  the  two  countries.  An  unfor¬ 
tunate  exception  to  this,  indeed,  has  just  appeared 
at  St  Maurice.  The  French  corvette,  the  /rrre, 
hung  out  a  variety  of  colours  when  in  port.  Cupt. 
Driver,  of  her  Mmesty's  ship  Qreetdaw,  saw,  in  the 
arrangement  of  these  colours,  an  insult  to  his  na¬ 
tional  flag.  He  instantly  placed  the  tricolor  flag  in 
a  position  implying  an  insult  to  it.  Tlie  French 
Lieutenant,  his  Captain  being  absent,  challenged 
Capt.  Driver.  The  latter  at  first  accepted,  but 
afterwards  declined  meeting  any  except  his  equal 
In  rank.  The  Governor  of  the  island,  lieing  informed 
of  the  circumstances,  obliged  Capt.  Driver  to  hoist 
the  tricolor  in  reparation.  Later  he  discovered 
that  the  French  corvette  had  really  commenced  the 
insult.  Reparation  was  demanded  and  refused. 
The  French  officers  were  forbidden  to  land.  The 
Captain,  who  did  land,  was  arrested,  and  gave  up 
his  sword.  This  is  an  exceedingly  foolish  quarrel, 
with  folly  and  hastiness,  if  not  bad  blood,  probably 
on  both  sides  ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  temper 
and  fairness  of  the  two  Governments  will  prevent 
its  causing  national  exasperation  or  leading  to  un¬ 
toward  consequences. 

Accounts  from  Alexandria  corroborate  what  we 
stated  last  week-— viz.,  that  Mehemct  All  still  refused 
to  give  up  either  the  Turkish  fleet,  or  Taurus  and 
Adana.  This  refusal  on  his  part  has  obliged  France 
to  join  in  the  discussion  anu  decision  of  what  was 
to  be  dune  in  the  case  of  Ibrahim's  threatening 
Constantinople.  Russia  having  facilitated  the  solu¬ 
tion  of  this  question,  nod  France  having  acceded  to 
it,  the  question  at  Alexandria,  even  for  France,  is 
much  altered ;  and  the  Pacha,  it  is  said,  has  been 
made,  by  the  arrival  of  the  last  packet,  to  feci  it ; 
consequently  sanguine  hopes  are  entertained  of  his 
imitating  Russia,  and  making  such  concessions  as 
will  eflect  a  termination  of  the  dispute. 

SWITZERLAND. 

A  revolution  has  taken  place  in  the  Canton  of 
Tessin,  the  only  Italian  Canton  of  Switzerland,  the 
frontier  of  which  extends  to  within  a  short  distance 
of  Milan.  The  government,  just  overthrown,  was 
one  of  priests,  dependent  on  the  sacerdotal  party 
of  Lombardy,  which  had  established  its  predomi¬ 
nance  by  introducing  n  majority  of  Curates  into  the 
Grand  Council.  The  Gk>remment  thus  constituted 
could  scarcely  fail  to  persecute,  and  it  proceeded  to 
gag  the  press,  exile  its  foes,  and  play  all  the  pranks 
of  despotism,  without  any  armed  force  to  support 
its  tyranny.  The  people  rose  at  length,  that  is  on 
the  4th  or  the  present  month,  disarmed  the  few  sol¬ 
diers,  and  planted  a  tree  of  liberty  against  the  for¬ 
tress  of  ^llinzone,  before  which  the  garrison 
surrendered  in  a  panic.  The  members  of  the  Go¬ 
vernment  fled ;  and,  without  any  blood  being  spilt, 
the  Government  has  been  reconstituted  of  liberal 
and  wealthy  proprietors  of  the  Tessin,  without 
sacerdotal  admixture*

The  Works  of  De  Foe,  Clements. 

We  have  before  us  the  first  number  of  a  proposed 
collection  of  all  the  known  or  accessible  works  of 
Daniel  De  Foe.  It  is  in  double  columns  of  the 
largest  octavo  size,  contains  sixty-four  pages  of  very 
close  print,  and  is  sold  for  ninepence.  The  paper 
is  not  good,  but  it  was  impossible  to  furnish  better, 
we  can  readily  suppose,  at  a  price  so  wonderfully 
cheap.  It  is  expected  that  all  the  works  will  be 
compressed  into  two  half-guinea  volumes,  but  this 
we  very  much  doubt. 

The  readers  of  the  Examiner  do  not  need  to  be 
told  of  our  admiration  for  the  character  and  writings 
of  De  Foe.  Under  the  unsullied  flag  of  his  political 
faith  this  journal  has  now  for  many  years  waged  war 
with  ilUberality  and  falsehood.  But  we  cannot  suf¬ 
ficiently  express  our  satisfaction,  our  delight,  in 
hailing  the  commencement  of  a  publication,  which 
is  designed  to  bring  his  works  within  the  reach  of 
the  humblest  class  of  readers.  De  Foe  was  one  of 
the  people.  For  the  people's  sake  he  suffered  un¬ 
flinchingly  the  worst  indignities  with  which  tyranny 
always,  and  always  vainly,  attempts  to  enslave  the 
free.  To  the  people,  emphatically,  he  addressed 
his  books.  His  life  was  altogether  passed  in  the 
people's  service,  and  when  he  died  in  a  poor  and 
painful  old  age,  it  was  to  the  humbler  classes  of  his 
fellow  countrymen  he  preferred  to  leave  the  vindica¬ 
tion  of  his  sufferings,  and  the  preservation  of  his 
fame.  Upwards  of  a  hundred  years  have  passed  since 
then,  and  his  humble  but  rightful  heirs  have  now 
for  the  first  time  the  opportunity  of  possessing  j 
themselves  of  the  rich  legacy  he  left  them. 

No  writer  in  the  English  language  has  written  so 
variously,  so  voluminously,  and  so  well  as  De  Foe. 
No  writer  has  written  a  style  so  thoroughly  and 
comprehensively  English,  ascending  from  the  kitchen 
to  the  palace.  No  writer,  we  most  truly  believe, 
placed  in  such  a  position  and  with  such  temptations, 
was  ever  half  so  honest.  Finally,  we  venture  to 
think  that  no  writer  will  last  longer,  if  so  long. 
Robinson  Crusoe  will  be  read  whilst  a  child  remains 
in  the  world,  and  that  is  pretty  nearly  as  long  as 
the  world  is  likely  to  last. 

But  heaven  bless  us  !  some  worthy  persons  above 
the  middle  rank  of  life  exclaim — Wht/  Mr  De  Foe 
stood  in  the  pillory  !  And  the  immortal  Pope  put 
him  in  the  Dunciad  !  Quite  true;  and  in  this  the 
Dunciad  proved  itself  worthy  of  the  Pillory,  and 
the  immortal  Pope  but  a  very  shabby  mortal.  We 
are  not  at  all  sorry  to  be  reminded  of  the  incident, 
which,  as  the  reader  shall  find,  is  much  to  our  pre¬ 
sent  purpose.  Daniel  De  Foe  did  indeed  stand  in 
the  pillory,  and  what  is  more,  he  was  not  ashamed 
of  it. 

“  Fearless  on  high  stood  unabashed  De  Foe.” 

[Pope  wrote  the  first  word  without  the  f,  and  told 
a  lie  in  a  double  sense.]  So  fearless  was  he,  and  so 
unabashed,  that  he  could  afford  to  write  a  pleasant 
and  dignified  ode  to  the  pillory  itself. 

Hail !  hiVoglyphick  state  machine, 

Condemn'd  to  punish  fancy  in ; 

Men,  that  are  men,  can  in  thee  feel  no  pain 

And  all  thy  insignificance  disdain. 

Contempt,  that  false  new  word  for  shame. 

Is  without  crime  an  empty  name — 

A  shadow  to  amuse  mankind. 

But  never  frights  the  wise  or  welUfix'd  mind

We  would  indeed  be  sworn  they  could  not.  And 
this  brings  us  to  tell  what  those  crimes  were,  and 
offers  us  the  illustration  we  seek,  at  once  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  De  Foe's  genius  and  the  strength  of  De 
Foe's  character. 

At  a  time  when  the  High  Church  party  in  the  state 
were  about  as  rabid  against  the  Dissenters  as  they 
happen  to  be  just  now,  and  at  a  time,  too,  we  are 
sorry  to  add,  when  large  bodies  of  the  Dissenters 
themselves  seemed  to  have  as  little  knowledge  as 
now  of  their  true  interest  or  their  real  friends, — De 
Foe  published  one  of  his  most  masterly  satires, 
which  he  called  The  Shortest  Way  with  the 
Eissenters,  The  object  of  this  was  to  ridicule 
the  policy  of  the  Tory  bigots,  to  expose  the 
short-sighted  tyranny  of  their  measures  against  the 
Dissenters,  and  to  exhibit  the  plain  tendency  of  all 
religious  persecution.  It  was  such  a  book  os  might 
have  afforded  Swift  the  first  idea  for  bis  essay  on 
the  propriety  of  keeping  down  population  by  eating 
young  chilcmen,^  only  its  irony  is  a  thousand  times 
more  subtle,  delicate,  and  grave.  We  cannot  resist 
an  extract.  Tis  vain,*"  he  says,  “  to  trifle  in  thb 
iaatter«  The  light  feollsh  haDdung  of  them  by  ftnei , 


is  their  glory  and  advantage;  If  the  gallows,  instead 
of  the  Compter,  and  the  galleys  instead  of  the  fines, 
were  the  reward  of  going  to  a  conventicle,  there 
would  not  be  so  many  sufferers.  The  spirit  of 
martyrdom  is  over.  They  that  will  go  to  church 
to  be  chosen  sheriffs  and  may  or s^  would  go  to  forty 


churches  rather  than  be  hanged.  If  one  severe 


law  was  made  and  punctually  executed,  that  who¬ 
ever  was  found  at  a  conventicle  should  be  banished 
the  nation,  and  the  preacher  be  hanged,  we  should 
soon  see  an  end  of  the  tale ;  they  would 
come  to  church ;  and  one  age  would  make  us 
all  one  again."  The  reader  is  doubtless  anxious 
for  another  extract,  and  we  can  happily  afford 
room  for  this  brief  and  exquisite  illustration. 
“  *Twas  a  great  argument  some  people  used  against 
suppressing  the  old  money,  that  'twas  a  time  of 

war,  and  'twas  too  great  a  risk  for  the  nation  to 
run  ;  if  we  should  not  master  it,  we  should  be  un¬ 
done  ;  and  yet  the  sequel  proved  the  hazard  was  not 
so  great  but  might  be  mastered,  and  the  success  was 
answerable.  The  suppressing  the  Dissenters  is  not 
a  harder  work,  nor  a  work  of  less  necessity  to  the 
public.  We  can  never  enjoy  a  settled  uninterrupted 
union  and  tranquillity  in  this  nation  till  the  spirit 
of  Whiggismy  Faction^  and  Schism,  is  melted  down 
like  the  old  money,"  Now  let  him  mark  the  sequel. 

The  publication  of  this  pamphlet  enraged  the 
High  Church  party  to  madness.  It  was  no  joke  to 
them.  It  expressed  their  purposes  and  their  charac¬ 
ter  to  the  utmost  nicety,  and  with  such  an  exqui¬ 
site  show  of  truth  was  the  whole  performance  dis¬ 
guised  that  the  notion  of  its  being  merely  humorous 

was,  after  solemn  argument,  generally  scouted. 
The  genius  of  the  thing  was  unhappily  more  than  a 
match  for  the  Dissenters  also.  It  was  as  little  of  a 
joke  to  them.  After  much  discussion  they  resolved 
that  there  was,  for  a  joke,  a  great  deal  too  much  of 
apparent  earnestness  and  good  faith  in  the  style  of 
the  writer’^'  recommendations  to  make  short  work 
with  them,  and  they  left  De  Foe  to  the  mercy  of 
his  enemies. 

Now  here  we  have,  in  its  most  vivid  form,  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  De  Foe’s  genius.  If  we  were  asked  to 
describe  it  in  one  word,  the  word  would  be  Reality, 
Whatever  the  subject  he  had  in  hand,  he  commu¬ 
nicated  to  it  all  the  most  intense  attributes  of  truth ; 
the  literal  minutenesses  of  detail,  the  exquisite  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  parts,  the  continual  presence  of  pur¬ 
pose,  the  unswerving  and  all-informing  earnestness 
of  reasoning  or  of  passion.  It  is  not  the  absolute 
interest  of  his  stories  that  engages  his  reader  so 
much,  as  it  is  the  manner  in  which  they  are  told, 
and  which  entitles  them  to  be  placed  in  the  reader’s 
mind  at  once  on  a  level  with  Truth  itself.  The 
commonest  incidents  in  his  hands  have  that  subtle 
and  indescribable  significance  of  effect  which  could 
only  have  proceeded,  as  we  suppose,  from  the 
person  to  whom  they  actually  happened.  He 
must  have  heard  those  very  noises  in  the  place 
from  which  they  issued.  He  must  have  listened 
to  all  that  conversation  which  he  so  sets  down. 
He  must  have  been  an  eye-witness  to  that  parti¬ 
cular  agony,  or  surely  suffered  it  bimself.  His  ficti¬ 
tious  biographies  have  been  quoted  over  and  over 
again  as  matters  of  veritable  history.  We  believe 
Robinson  Crusoe  to  this  day.  We  doubt  Colonel 
Jack  as  little  as  we  doubt  the  beggar  boys  of 
Murillo.  Good  people  have  lifted  up  their  hands  at 
Captain  Singleton's  piracies  in  almost  every  chimney 
corner  of  London  ;  good  historians  have  quoted 
the  Memoirs  of  a  Cavalier  for  the  indisputable  evi¬ 
dence  of  an  eye-witness  as  to  the  troops  of  Tilly 
and  Gustavus  ;  tens  of  thousands  of  people  have 
had  their  hair  stand  on  end  at  the  very  thought  of  the 
ghost  of  the  exciseman’s  housekeeper,  the  worthy 
Mrs  Veal.  Into  every  subject,  in  short,  from  the 
lowest  up  to  the  highest,  De  Foe  threw  that  intense 
reality  which  was  after  all  only  a  part  of  himself, 
and  of  which  his  own  entire 'eiflstijpce  was  made  up, 
whether  in  thought  or  action^  9^.aatire  itself  in 
his  hands,  while  it  lost  none  of  i^  bitter  or  more 
fanciful  attributes,  took  up  so  tcrrible'-a  likeness  to 
truth,  that  his  enemies  were  enabled  to  visit  it,  and 
his  friends  did  not  dare  to 'interfere,  with  all  the 
vilest  penalties  of  a  horrible  persecution.

De  Foe  had  publicly  assailed  all  round,  and  it  would 
have  required  little — when  such  an  assembly  had  be¬ 
fore  them  the  favourite  writer  and  defender  of  Wil¬ 
liam,  the  man  who  had  in  his  hatred  of  James 
actually  taken  up  arms  and  fought  for  Monmouth, 
the  politician  who  had  at  every  step  vindicated  the 
Revolution,  and*  in  the  name  of  liberty  and  property, 
which  were  his  political  watchwords,  defended  every 
popular  right  at  any  time  endangered  by  tyranny  or 
bigotry  or  sedition — to  convict  of  burglary  or  mur¬ 
der  as  easily  as  of  simple  libel.  His  fiends,  as  we 
have  said,  deserted  him.  The  Shortest  Way  with  the 
Dissenters  was  ordered  to  be  burnt  in  New  Palace 
yard  by  the  common  hangman,  De  Foe  concealed 
himself,  and  the  following  proclamation,  to  which  at 
least  we  owe  a  minute  description  of  his  person, 
was  issued  from  St  James's  on  the  10th  of  January 
1703.  **  Whereas  Daniel  De  Foe,  alias  De  Fooe, 
if  charged  with  writiog  a  scandalous  and  f  editioua

discover  the  said  Daniel  De  Foe  to  one  of ’her  tu

such  discovery.”  He  was  of  course  soon  huiZ 
down,  caught,  fined,  pilloried,  imprisoned,  aTid 
plundered  altogether  of  nearly  fuu,  thousand 
pounds,  though  not  as  Pope  would  have  it  of  l.i 
ears.  But  did  this  affect  him  at  all  ?  Not  in  th^ 
least.  Did  it  even  dash  his  spirits  ?  Not  so  much 
as  a  morning's  gltmce  into  his  looking-glass  affected 
poor  Pope  for  the  day. 

First  he  wrote  that  ode  to  the  Pillorv,  which  we 
have  quoted,  and  in  which  he  very  pleasantly  in  his 
turn  pilloried  his  persecutors.  Then  he  quietly 
planned  the  most  gigantic  of  all  his  literary  iiader- 
takings,  the  work  which  he  called  The  Hemew, 
This  he  began  soon  after  in  his  prison,  and  continued* 
for  twelve  months  to  publish  from  that  place  two 
numbers  weekly,  though  at  the  time,  as  he  after- 
wards  described  his  state,  “  ruined  and  friendless.” 
It  was  all  written  with  his  own  hand  ;  it  treated  of 
all  the  various  topics  of  foreign  and  domestic  occur¬ 
rence  ;  it  became  an  authority  in  politics  and  trade ; 
it  delighted  thousands  with  the  discussions  of  a 
“  scandal  club  it  handled  marriage,  love,  poetry, 
language,  and  all  the  prevailing  tastes  and  fashions 
of  the  time.  On  leaving  Newgate  he  enlarged  its 
plan,  published  it  thrice  a  week,  and  continued  this 
marvellous,  unexampled,  and  unassisted  labour  for 
upwards  of  nine  years.  His  imprisonment  had 
been  ended  after  the  lapse  of  two  years  by  a  change 
of  policy  at  St  James’s,  and  a  message  from  the 
Queen.  The  pilloried  De  Foe  soon  after  ‘‘  kissed 
hands"  of  her  Majesty  at  court,  on  his  appointment 
to  an  honourable  and  difficult  office  of  diplomacy 
concerning  the  Scottish  union,  which  he  is  admitted 
to  have  discharged  with  credit  to  himself  and  advan¬ 
tage  to  his  country. 

And  this  was  Daniel  De  Foe's  adventure  in  the 
pillory,  which  his  enemies  have  been  so  fond  of  think¬ 
ing  and  talking  about,  that  without  a  shadow  of 
truth  they  have  alleged  a  second  and  even  third  ap¬ 
pearance  there.  His  first  appearance  was  his  last, 
and  the  reader  will  judge  who  came  off  with  the  liest 
of  it.  It  is  quite  true,  however,  that  after  a  few 
years  we  find  him  again  in  prison,  lodged  there  again 
by  the  strength  and  subtlety  of  his  genius!  Another 
change  in  the  political  wheel  had  thrown  him  once 
more  into  opposition.  Unused  in  these  cases  either 
to  give  or  take  quarter,  he  flung  himself  into  the  old 
arena  with  a  few  pamphlets  of  the  old  mettle,  was 
charged  again  with  a  fanciful  joke  as  a  serious  and 
deliberate  imputation,  resisted  and  explained  to  no 
purpose,  was  tried,  found  guilty,  fined  a  thousand 
pounds,  and  calmly  took  up  his  abode  once  more  in 
her  Majesty's  ^ol  of  Newgate.  The  gravamen  of 
his  crime  in  this  instance  consisted  chiefly  of  two  in¬ 
imitable  pieces  of  political  humour.  What  if  the 
Pretender  should  come  f  was  the  title  of  one.  What 
if  the  Queen  should  die  f  the  name  of  the  other. 
He  was  solemnly  charged  with  quietly  contemplating 
both  occurrences.  “  Why,  nothing  can  be  more 
plain,"  he  urged,  "  than  that  the  titles  of  these  are 
amusements,  in  order  to  get  the  books  into^  the  nan  ^ 
of  those  who  have  been  deluded  by  the 
Nothing  turned  out  less  plain.  His  genius  lor  tne 
realities  had  again  betrayed  him.

We 
do  not  know  that  there  is  any  great  harm  in  it,  or  any 
thing  to  be  ashamed  of.  “  Lives  there  a  man  with  soul 
so  dead,”  that  does  not  rejoice,  avowedly  or  in 
secret,  to  see  a  Right  Reverend  Bishop  in  this  re¬ 
verend  writer’s  clutches  ?  What  a  merciless  gripe  it 
is,  and  truly  gra^iQring  to  behold,  though  considered 
merely  as  a  art.  How  the  purple  in  his 

fingers  fade#  ^'wlirty  black,  how  the  glory  passeth 
away  from  the. fine  linen ! 

“  It  is  vain  to  talk  of  the  good  character  of 
Bishops.  Bishops  arc  men  ;  not  always  the  wisest 
of  men  ;  not  always  preferred  for  eminent  virtues 
and  talents,  or  for  any  good  reason  whatever  known 
to  the  public.  They  arc  almost  always  devoid  of 
striking  and  indecorous  vices ;  hut  a  man  may  be 
very  shallow,  very  arrogant,  and  very  vindictive, 
though  a  bishop ;  and  pursue  with  unrelenting  hatred 
a  .subordinate  clergyman,  whose  principles  he  dis¬ 
likes  and  whose  genius  he  fears.  Bishops,  besides, 
are  subject  to  the  infirmities  of  old  age,  like  other 
men  ;  and  in  the  decay  of  strength  and  understand¬ 
ing,  will  be  governed  as  other  men  are,  by  daughters, 
and  wives,  and  whoever  ministers  to  their  daily 
comforts.” 

Bold  language,  for  the  year  1808  I  is  the  com¬ 
placent  and  self-approving  remark  of  the  reverend 
writer  in  the  year  1839.

men  do  not  merely  strive  to  obtain  a  thing  because 
it  is  good,  but  always  mingle  with  the  excellence  of 
the  object  a  consideration  of  the  chance  of  getting 
it.”  Let  us  add  to  this  a  remark  of  a  graver  sort. 

The  Protestant  Church  does  not  rest  upon  the 
little  narrow  foundations  where  the  Bishop  of  Lin¬ 
coln  supposes  it  to  be  placed  t  if  it  did,  it  would 
not  be  worth  saving.  It  rests  upon  the  general 
opinion  entertained  by  a  free  and  reflecting  people, 
that  the  doctrines  of  the  church  are  true,  her  pre¬ 
tensions  moderate,  and  her  exhortations  useful.  It 
is  accepted  by  a  people  who  have,  from  good  taste, 
an  abhorrence  of  sacerdotal  mummery,  and,  from 
good  sense,  a  dread  of  sacerdotal  ambition.  Those 
feelings  so  generally  diffused,  and.  so  clearly  pro¬ 
nounced  on  all  occasions,  are  our  real  bulwarks 
against  the  Catholic  religion.** 

These  are  our  first  favourites  in  the  volume.  We 
confess  a  partiality  for  the  subject  of  them.  But 
the  other  subjects  are  treated  not  less  exouisitely 
well.  The  Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,  for 
example,  is  itself  suppressed  with  unsurpassable  raci¬ 
ness  and  vigour.  Talk  of  the  pithiness  of  Roche- 
foucault  or  the  philosophy  of  Madame  de  Stael— 
but  commend  us  to  a  few  aphorisms  or  reflections 
from  Sydney  Smith.  In  this  article,  for  example. 
“  The  fear  of  God  can  never  be  taught  by  constables, 
nor  the  pleasures  of  religion  be  learnt  from  a  com¬ 
mon  informer.*’  **  Heaven-born  pity,  now-a-days, 
calls  for  the  Income-tax  and  the  Court  Guide ;  and 
ascertains  the  rank  and  fortune  of  the  tormentor 
before  she  weeps  for  the  pain  of  the  sufferer.** 
“  Any  cruelty  may  be  practised  to  gorge  the  sto¬ 
machs  of  the  rich, — none  to  enliven  the  holidays 
of  the  poor.**  Or  let  us  turn  to  the  notice  of 
Captain  Rock.  “  England  seems  to  have  treated 
Ireland  much  in  the  same  way  as  Mrs  Brownrigg 
treated  her  apprentice — for  which  Mrs  Brownrigg 
is  hanged  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Newgate 
Calendar.  Upon  the  whole,  we  think  the  appren¬ 
tice  is  better  off  than  the  Irishman  :  as  Mrs  Brown¬ 
rigg  merely  starves  and  beats  her,  without  any 
attempt  to  prohibit  her  from  going  to  any  shop,  or 
praying  at  any  church,  apprentice  might  select ;  and 
once  or  twice,  if  we  remember  rightly,  Brownrigg 
appears  to  have  felt  some  compassion.  Not  so  Old 
England.**  Or  let  us  have  a  warning  word  from  a 
note  to  the  notice  of  Delphine.  “  A  young  man, 
who,  on  a  public  occasion,  makes  a  false  quantity 
at  the  outset  of  life,  can  seldom  or  never  get  over 
it.**  Or  suppose  we  take  a  friendly  hint  to  Doctor 
Parr,  unhappily  of  almost  universal  application. 
“  There  is  an  event  recorded  in  the  Bible,  which 
men  who  write  books  should  keep  constantly  in  their 
remembrance.  It  is  there  set  forth,  that  many  cen¬ 
turies  ago,  the  earth  was  covered  with  a  great  flood, 
by  which  the  whole  of  the  human  race,  with  the 
exception  of  one  family,  were  destroyed.  It  ap¬ 
pears  also,  that  from  thence,  a  great  alteration  was 
made  in  the  longevity  of  manxind,  who,  from  a 
range  of  seven  or  eight  hundred  years,  which  they 
enjoyed  before  the  flood,  were  confined  to  their 
present  period  of  seventy  or  eighty  years.  This 
epoch  in  the  history  of  man  gave  birth  to  the  two¬ 
fold  division  of  the  antediluvian  and  the  postdiluvian 
style  of  writing,  the  latter  of  which  naturally  con¬ 
tracted  itself  into  those  inferior  limits  which  were 
belter  accommodated  to  the  abridged  duration  of 
human  life  and  literary  labour.  Now,  to  forget  this 
event,— to  write  without  the  fear  of  the  deluge  be¬ 
fore  his  eyes,  and  to  handle  a  subject  as  if  man¬ 
kind  could  lounge  over  a  pamphlet  fbr  ten  gearSt 
as  before  their  submersion^ — is  to  be  guilty  of  the 
roost  grievous  error  into  which  a  writer  can  possibly 
fall.  .  .  Philopatris  should  gaze  at  Noah,  and  be 
brief.**  We  nave  reserved  for  the  last  that  choicest 
morsel  of  humour  with  which  the  notice  of  Madaine 
D*Epinay  is  opened.  “  There  used  to  be  iniPwis, 
under  the  ancient  regime,  a  few  women  of  brilliant 
talents,  who  vioiated  all  the  common  duties  of  lifst 
and  gave  very  pleasant  Kttte  sujmers.  Among 
these  supped  and  sinned  Madame  d'Epinay.** 

Who  has  not  read  Mr  Sydney  Smith’s  speeches 
on  Reform,  who  has  forgotten  Mrs  Partington  ? 
There  is  one  saying  in  them  so  much  like  one  of  the 
sayings  of  a  Merlin,  and  which  explains  to  such  a 
nicely  the  sources  from  which.Toryism  has  of  late  re¬ 
cruited  itself  a  little,  that  we  will  venture  to  assume  it 
somewhat  faded  from  general  recollection,  and  quote 
it  here.  “  There  will  be  mistakes  at  first,  as  there 
are  in  all  changes.  All  ^oung  ladies  will  imagine,  as 
soon  as  this  bill  is  carried,  that  they  will  instantly 
be  married.  Schoolboys  believe  that  gerunds  and 
supines  will  be  abolished,  and  that  currant  tarts  must 
ultimately  come  down  in  price  ;  the  corporal  and  ser¬ 
geant  are  sure  of  double  p^  ;  bad  poets  will  expect 
a  demand  fur  their  epics.  Fools  will  be  disappointed, 
as  they  always  are.**  Behold  the  recent  accessions 
to  the  disappointed  ranks  of  Conservatism. 

The  last  allusion  to  the  fools,  however,  brings  us 
to  a  concludiiTg  remark.  Mr  Sydney  Smith  says, 
in  a  note  to  these  speeches,  that  he  was  a  sincere 
fri?ad  to  Reform,  and  is  ko  still.  He  tells  us  also 
that  he  admires  the  Whig  Ministers,  and  thinks  they 
have  done  more  good  things  than  all  the  miniatries 


since  the  Revolution.  But  he  adds  that  nothing 
could  be  more  grossly  absurd  than  to  put  down  the 
yeomanry ;  or  to  give  up  a  million  of  revenue  in 
the  nonsensical  penny-post  scheme,  to  please  his  old, 
excellent,  and  universally  dissentient  friend,  Noah 
Warburton.  He  is  also  of  opinion  that  the  absur¬ 
dity  is  all  along  of  men  becoming  Ministers  upon 
principles  of  chivalry  and  gallantry,  and  thinks  that 
the  Salique  law  is  really  a  most  sensible  and  valua¬ 
ble  law,  banishing  gallantry  and  chivalry  from  Cabi¬ 
nets,  and  preventing  the  amiable  antics  of  grave 
statesmen. 

Now  this  sort  of  talking  reminds  us  so  forcibly  of 
one  particular  class  of  people,  that  we  must  take  the 
liberty  of  asking  Mr  Sydney  Smith  whether  he  has 
been  applying  himself  a  little  too  closely  to  hij 
“  foolometer  **  of  late.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
reverend  gentleman  has  a  habit  of  keeping  his  own 
riotous  wit  in  check  by  the  acquaintance  and  society 
of  three  or  four  regular  British  fools,  as  a  test  of 
vulgar  views  and  false  opinions,  and  we  cannot  but 
suspect  that  the  silly  escapades  we  have  just  noticed 
have  been  carelessly  adopted  from  the  Fools,  and 
are  not  attributable  to  the  Wit.

DRURY  I.ANE. 

Miss  Delcy  has  well  sustained,  by  her  perform¬ 
ance  of  Agatha  in  Der  FreyschiitZy  the  reputation 
she  so  suddenly  and  deservedly  acquired  in  Cinde¬ 
rella.  There  is  little  in  the  part  to  interest  or 
please,  yet  in  her  hands  it  did  both.  Her  deport¬ 
ment  and  style  of  dress  are  both  singularly  graceful, 
her  manner  is  quite  free  from  any  pretence  or  affec¬ 
tation,  her  enunciation  is  distinct  and  gentle,  and 
whatever  she  has  to  do  she  does  thoroughly  and 
unassumingly  well.  Her  voice  is  improved  since 
we  last  heard  her.  It  is  more  equal  in  its  compass, 
and  seems  to  us  even  more  refined  in  its  tone.  She 
also  avoided  altogether  the  mistake  of  her  finale  in 
Cinderella^  and  sang  the  pure  and  passionate  music 
of  Weber  as  that  great  master  himself  might  have 
been  pleased  to  hear  it  sung.  The  scene  in  the 
second  act,  the  first  in  which  Agatha  appears  and 
the  only  one  in  which  she  is  great,  is  the  test  of  a 
first-rate  singer,  and  Miss  Delcy  stood  it  nobly. 
The  sad  opening,  the  doubtful  and  tremulous  pro¬ 
gress  of  a  loving  and  earnest  girfs  emotion,  the  deep 
devotion  of  the  prayer,  and  the  triumphant  rapture 
of  unbounded  joy  and  faith  in  which  the  various 
feelings  close,  were  given  with  that  rare  effect  which 
belongs  to  genius  only. 

Mr  Fraser  is  improving  greatly,  and  was  much 
applauded,  and  very  deservedly,  in  Rudolph.  Mr 
Phillips*  Caspar  is  well  known.  On  the  whole  the 
opera  was  fairly  produced,  with  nothing  very  strik¬ 
ing  in  it  except  the  performance  of  Agatha^  but 
that  so  good,  and  so  impressive,  that  it  ought  to 
have  a  loug  and  successful  run.

A  series  of  practical  jokes 
are  capitally  well  worked  up  into  broad  farce,  are 
presented  by  everybody  concerned  with  a  humorous 
broad  grin,  and  with  inimitable  truth  to  boot,  by 
Mrs  Keeley  and  Mr  P.  Bedford.  The  Maid  of  all 
Work  and  the  Thames  Steamer  Captain,  are  things 
of  art.  We  recommend  everybody  to  make  their 
i  acquaintance. 

What  a  pleasure  it  is  to  see  such  a  natural  little 
actress  as  Mrs  Keeley,  when  she  is  not  ranting  ab¬ 
surd  balderdash,  or  figuring  about  in  a  tawdry  man’s 
dress,  or  giving  way  to  fits  of  highway  heroics.  Her 
Betty  Nangle  in  this  clever  farce  isa^olutely  affect¬ 
ing  fpom  its  perfect  air  of  nature.  She  does  not 
look,  or  walk,  or  talk,  or  even  laugh,  like  anything 
but  what  she  is,  a  Maid  of  all  Work,  a  slatternly, 
slovenly,  slouching,  kitchen  drudge.  She  has 
lost  even  the  edge  of  her  ill  temper,  has  fairly 
worn  it  off  in  cleaning  boots  and  door  steps, 
and  drawls  out  her  spleen  from  beneath  a 
weight  of  depression.

Liberty  of  the  Pbess.— The  Count  de  Lostange 
g6rant  of  the  Quotidienne,  was  found  guilty  on  Saturday’ 
by  the  Court  of  Assizes,  of  having  published  an  article  on 
the  occasion  of  the  corn  riot  at  Le  Mans,  containing  ex- 
pressions  calculated  to  excite  hatred  and  contempt  for  the 
King’s  Government.  M.  de  Lostange  was  defended  with 
great  eloquence  by  M.  Berryer,  who  contended  that  the 
Quotidienne  had  not  exceeded  the  limits  of  fair  discussion 
and  that  a  verdict  against  his  client  would  be  inconsisteot 
with  the  liberty  of  the  press,  which  is  sanctioned  by  the 
law*.  M.  de  Lostange  was  sentenced  by  the  Court  to 
four  mouths’  imprisonment,  and  a  fine  of  5,000f.,  and 
the  copies  of  the  Quotidienne  containing  the  offensive 
article  which  had  been  seized,  were  ordered  to  be  de¬ 
stroyed. 

The  Bonapartist  Conspiracy, — The  Court  of  Peers 
sat  on  Tuesday,  when  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  forthwith 
to  the  tiial  of  M.  Blanqui  and  33  other  alleged  conspj. 
rators.  There  is  nothing  new  about  the  Bonapartist  con¬ 
spiracy  in  the  French  journals  of  Tuesday.  The  affair  is 
considered,  however,  of  the  utmost  importance.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  papers  seized  at  the  office  of  the  Re. 
parateur  de  Lyons  have  anytliing  to  do  with  it,  except  a 
print  representing  tlie  triumphal  entry  of  the  Duke  of 
Bordeaux  into  J’aris,  aud  a  copy  of  Armand  Laitz’i 
pamphlet.  The  co  operation  of  the  Bourbonists  and  Bo- 
napartists  in  this  plot  is  certainly  the  strongest  thing 
about  it. 

Spain. — The  following  is  from  the  Madrid  Fco  del 
Commereio  of  the  8lh  :  — “  Two  or  three  days  ago  there 
was  much  talk  in  Madrid  concerning  the  result  of  a  mis¬ 
sion  undertaken  by  a  subordinate  official  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  to  Kspartero.  Immediately  after  the  dissolution 
of  the  Cortes  a  Cabinet  Council  was  held  ;  and  on  the 
following  morning  a  messenger  was  dispatched  to  head¬ 
quarters,  supplicating  the  General  to  draw  up  and  publish 
an  Exposicion,  in  his  own  name  and  in  that  of  the  army, 
approving  of  the  conduct  of  the  Cabinet,  and  promising 
to  support  it.  We  have  the  satisfaction  of  learning  that 
the  General  excused  himself  on  the  plea  of  his  position  is 
military  commander  not  permitting  his  meddling  in  poli¬ 
tics,  adding  that  the  present  or  any  Ministry  might  reckon 
upon  his  support  to  maintain  strictly  the  constitution  in 
its  letter  and  spirit.

Holland. — In  the  sitting  ol  tne  Second  Chamber  of 
the  States  General,  on  Saturday,  the  central  section 
brought  up  its  leport  on  the  project  of  law  for  a  loan,  to 
be  charged  on  the  colonies  in  india.

The  money  market  at  New  York  was  decidedly 
easier.  Specie  continued  to  flow  into  New  York  from  all 
quarters.  ^  The  banks  were,  consequently,  free  from  all 
apprehension,  and  comparatively  liberal  in  their  discounts 
to  the  merchants.  The  British  Queen  steam  ship,  Lieut, 
Roberts,  R.N.,  which  sailed  from  Portsmouth  on  the  3d 
of  November,  reached  New  York  on  the  evening  of  the 
23d.  having  been  20  days  17  hours  on  the  passage.  A 
pretest,  signed  by  70  of  the  passengers,  had  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  New  York  papers,  complaining  of  the  fart 
served  out  to  them  during  the  passage.

The  last  (contem¬ 
plating  the  incorporation  of  the  ecclesiastics  of  Montreal) 
was  reserved.  The  following  are  the  resolutions  of  the 
special  Council  respecting  the  re-uaion  of  the  provinces 
alluded  to  above. 

Resolved,  1.  That  under  existing  circumstances,  in

I'he  junk  and  boats 
fired,  and  the  brig  then  commenced  a  heavy  cannonade 
with  grape  and  canister.  One  of  her  guns  broke,  and 
killed  two  of  her  crew  ;  she  sustained  no  other  damage, 
but  it  n  auppoaed  that  much  blood  was  shed  on  the  part 
of  the  Chinese.  A  letter  of  the  20th  slates  that  fifty  of 
the  Chinese  are  said  to  have  been  killed.”

Why  was  it  that  Ja¬ 
maica  was  allowed  to  oppose  the  will  of  the  sovereign  Legis¬ 
lature?  Ireland.  Canada,  and  Jamaica,  all  required  the 
interference  of  Parliament  But  faction  had  prevailed,  and 
the  wrongs  of  both  Ireland  and  Canada  remained  unre¬ 
dressed,  and  the  contumacy  of  Jamaica  almost  disregarded. 
If  Ministers,  however,  had  not  done  all  they  wishw,  they 
liad  one  merit— they  had  kept  the  Tories  out  of  office.

They  had  only  to  look  to  the  Irish  Municipal  Reform  Bill 
to  see  what  the  Tories  would  d<^— they  had  fixed  on  so  high 
n  franchise  that  it  would  have  had  tlie  effect  of  establishing 
a  kind  of  oligarchy  in  every  corporate  town  in  Ireland ;  and 
he  believed  they  wished  to  see  Ireland  y^overned  bv  an 
oligarchy.  Why,  too,  if  they  were  sincere  in  their  wish  for 
the  pacification  of  Canada,  did  they  not  lend  their  great

ment  ?  Why  did  they  employ  it  to  compel  Lord  Durham  to 
resign  ?  These  things  showed  what  they  would  do  if  they 
still  had  the  power.  But  of  all  the  measures  they  had  op- 
|)osed,  the  conduct  of  the  Tories  on  the  Jamaica  Bill  had 
been  the  most  disgraceful.  Sir  Robert  Peel  himself  had  de¬ 
clared  that  the  question  was  not  a  political  one ;  yet  the 
Tories,  aided  by  his  great  talents,  had  unanimously  opposed 
the  Ministerial  measure.  It  was  upon  that  question  that, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  firmness  of  their  youthful  and  excel¬ 
lent  Sovereign,  they  would  have  seen  a  Tory  Administration 
restored.  (Hear,  and  cheers.)  He  could  not  pass  by  the 
mention  of  the  name  of  their  beloved  Sovereign,  without 
saying  that  the  Liberals  owed  her  a  debt  which  they  could 
never  repaj'.  (Cheers.)  If  they  were  to  have  a  Liberal 
(lovernmeiit,  and  on  a  broad  basis— -if  its  olyect  was  to  ad¬ 
vance  Liberal  principles  in  politics  and  in  commercial  afiPairs, 
there  were  several  points  they  must  leave  open  to  free  dis¬ 
cussion.  One  of  these  was  the  question  of  the  Ballot,  and 
♦lie  other  was  the  Com  Laws.  He  knew  that,  as  a  county 
Member,  he  was  touching  upon  ticklish  ground ;  but  these 
two  questions  8to<*d  pre-eminently  prominent,  and  these 
must  be  agitated.  Every  one  knew  that  by  a  part  of  the 
Government  these  questions  were  supported ;  and  this  and 
tile  present  state  of  public  feeling  on  the  subject  was  a  rea¬ 
son  why  they  should  be  submitted  to  free  discussion,  in  order 
that  they  might  be  proved  to  .be  g;opd,  or  shown  to  be  bad.

weak;  it  might  be  weak  in  its  numbers,  but  it  was  strong  in 
its  moral  power.  (Cheers.)  When  the  country  was  roused 
it  would  support  a  Liberal  Administration.  The  Tories 
])ossessed  wealth  and  power,  but  they  did  not  live  in  the 
affections  of  the  people.

— Lord  Hill  has  fallen 
under  the  censure  of  the  Ashton  Conservatives  for  having 
done  his  duty  in  reprimanding  the  officers  who  silently  ac- 
acquiesced  in  their  proceedings.

The 
Church  Magazine^  edited  by  a  clergyman  and  patronized 
by  munbers  of  the  High  Church  clergy,  called  them 
idolaters, — their  great  founder  a  profane,  indecent  hyi>o- 
crite,  and  their  religion  an  imposture.  Archdeacon  Magee 
vented  upon  them  the  abuse  which  has  always  distinguished 
the  odium  theolugicum  beyond  all  others;  the  chaplain 
to  the  city  of  London  levelled  a  whole  sermon  at  them  on 
a  recent  state  occasion,  donouncing  them  as  heretics  who 
ought  not  to  be  tolerated.  The  Bishop  of  Exeter  sus¬ 
pended  a  clergyman  of  his  diocese  because  he  went  once 
or  twice  to  a  Methodist  chapel,  and  two  or  three  weeks 
ago  a  clergyman  in  the  diocese  of  Chester  refused  to  bury 
a  child,  because  it  had  been  baptized  by  a  Methodist 
minister.

Funeral  of  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield.— The 
last  homage  which  living  gratitude  can  render  to  departed 
worth,  has  been  offered  by  the  inhabitants  of  Shrewsbury 
and  Shropshire  to  the  memory  of  Dr  Butler,  the  late 
Bishop  of  Lichfield.

An  address  of  the  working  men  of  Sheffield  to  the  work, 
ing  classes  has  just  been  published.  It  is  too  long  for  in. 
sertion  in  these  columns,  but  it  has  mainly  arisen  out  of 
the  desire  to  repudiate  the  notion  that  the  working  classes 
were  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  Com  Ijaws,  as  the 
Chartisu  endeavoured  to  make  the  public  believe.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  find  so  much  good  sense  prevalent  among 
them  upon  this  question.  It  proves  that  the  better  in- 
ftwmed  among  them  are  an  acute,  intelligent  race,  and  that 
they  will  not  suffer  the  crude  notions  of  those  who  set  out 
wild  opinions  of  their  own,  to  overcome  the  results  of  calm 
reflectico.  The  wildest  of  the  Chartisu’  visions  was  not 
more  wild  than  the  endeavour  to  inculcate  the  principle 
that  dreap  bread  was  no  object  to  the  industrious  classes, 
compared  to  the  fulfilment  of  certain  objects,  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  which  would  be  exceedingly  remote,  were  it  not 
utterly  impracticable.  It  is  a  good  sign  to  see  the  indus- 
trioos  classes  thus  come  forward  to  aid  an  object  of  deep 
interest  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  empire,  and  primarily 
to  themselves.  It  shows  their  forward  progress  in  know¬ 
ledge. 

Newport  Reform  Dinner. — A  dinner  took  place 
at  the  Green  Dragon  Hotel,  Newport,  on  Thursday  week, 
to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the  first  open  election  fc. 
that  borough.  The  chair  was  taken  by  Henry  Nunn, 
Esq.,  supported  on  his  right  by  J.  H.  Hawkins,  Esq., 
M.r.,  S.  Pring,  Esq.,  and  on  the  left  by  W.  J.  Klake, 
Esq.,  M.P.,  A.  Clarke,  Esq.,  and  K.  G.  Kirkpatrick, 
Esq.  J.  H.  Hawkins  addressed  tlie  company  at  consider- 
able  length,  and  was  followed  by  other  speakers  of  liberal 
and  loyal  principles. 

The  Post  Office.— The  seven  mails  taken  by  the 
Birmingham  railway,  and  discontinued  on  the  road,  are 
the  Chester  and  Woodside,  the  Holyhead,  the  Birming¬ 
ham,  the  Halifax,  the  Liverpool,  the  Manchester,  and  the 
Glasgow.  For  the  last  four  of  these  mails,  as  we  have  the 
best  authority  for  stating,  the  sum  paid  by  the  Post  Office 
for  mileage,  joined  to  the  amount  of  duty  and  tolls  remit¬ 
ted,  was,  according  to  the  calculation  of  the  contractors, 
9,1801.  12s.  per  annum ;  and  for  the  three  remaining  mails 
the  amount,  calculated  in  the  same  manner  by  the  con¬ 
tractor,  was  .5,41 1/.  5s.  These  amounts  combined  make  a 
total  of  14,591/.  17s.  per  annum,  fur  the  convcyanccof  the 
seven  mails  by  the  common  road ;  whereas  the  London  and 
Birmingliam  Railway  Company  receives  fur  the  same  ser- 
vice  only  10,299/.  Is.  8d.,  showing  that  an  annual  allow, 
anoe  of  4,292/.  15s.  4d.  over  and  above  that  paid  to  the 
railway  company,  was  formally  made  to  coach  contractors; 
while  the  company  moreover  are  compelled  to  furnish  the 
new  machines  for  sorting  on  the  journey,  besides  other 
matters  of  expence. 

Chckch-rate  Persecution. — A  meeting  has  been 
held  in  Scotland,  and  resolutions  adopted  relative  to  the 
ease  of  John  Thort^ood,  imprisoned  nearly  a  year  for 
6s.  6d.  due  for  church  rates!  The  last  resolution  is  as 
follows : — “  That  this  meeting  consider  that  all  support  of 
any  ecclesiastical  establishment  from  those  who  may-con* 
scientiously  oppose  it,  is  calculated  materially  to  impede 
the  advancement  of  Christianity  itself,  by  destroying  the 
kindly  feelings  and  brotherly  love  which  are  among  its 
best  bulwarks  ;  and  therefore  pledge  themselves  to  do  their 
utmost  to  have  such  abolished,  whether  they  appear  in  the 
form  of  a  Presbyterian  Annuity  Tax,  or  an  Episcopalian 
Church  rate. 

The  Clergy,  Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  Educa¬ 
tion. — A  very  numerous  body  of  the  clergy  from  various 
parti  of  Kent,  and  a  smaller  number  of  the  laity,  assem. 
bled  on  Friday  week;  liord  Bexley  was  called  to  the 
chair.  The  object  was  to  protest  against  the  government 
plan  of  education.  The  business  commenced  with  a  letter 
from  the  Bishop  of  Rochester,  approving  of  the  meeting 
and  lamenting  his  inability  to  attend.  The  Rev.  Mr 
Formby  then  proposed  to  read  a  letter  from  the  archdeacon, 
which  was  understood  to  contain  his  reasons  for  declining 
to  be  presenu  The  reading  of  this  letter  was  successfully 
resisted,  upon  the  plea  that  no  reasoning  was  allowed,  the 
object  oif  the  meeting  being  only  to  give  assent  to  the  reso¬ 
lutions  to  be  submitted  to  them-  Colonel  Austin  then 
propoeed  the  resolution  in  the  words  of  the  circular,  upon 
which.  Dr  Griffith,  one  of  the  prebends,  moved,  that  all 
relating  to  Sir  Robert  Peel  should  be  omitted.  ^  He  was 
interrupted  with  the  objection  that  was  urged  against  read¬ 
ing  the  archdeacon’s  letter ;  but  it  appearing  that  the  cir- 
cu^  had  not  been  sent  to  all  who  were  invited,  and  that 
therefore  some  had  no  opportunity  of  judging  of  U»c  pro¬ 
priety  of  tl>e  resolutions,  the  chairman  allowed  the  discus¬ 
sion  to  proceed.  A  long  debate  then  ensued,  during  which 
more  warmth  of  temper  was  displayed  than  is  expected 
from  ministers  of  the  gospel  of  peace.  At  length,  upon 
a  division.  Sir  Roberta  name  and  all  connected  with  it 
were  expunged,  and  the  resolution,  thus  curtailed,  was 
adopted  by  a  large  majority.— —  llie  Chronicle 

remarks  on  this,  that  Uie  “  Tory  clergy  of  Kent  have 
evinced  their  determination  of  humbling  Sir  Robert  Peel 
to  the  very  utmost.  They  tell  him,  in  effect,  that  he  has 
hia  character  for  bigotry  to  redeem  before  his  name  can  be 
treated  respectfully.  They  will  not  accept  him  as  an 
authority  in  favour  of  their  own  opinions.  Towards  him, 
they  deem  the  civility  misplaced  which  the  Bishop  of 
London  showed  to  I<ord  Brougham  by  his  education  speech 
at  the  great  meeting  in  Willis’s  rooms.

It  appears  that  Rosetta  Cohen  was  compelled  to 
submit  to  the  censure  of  the  priests  of  an  antagonist  creed 
to  her  own,  in  the  temple  of  another  worship,  ”  after  ser¬ 
vice  and  a  sermon the  order  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
Court  only  having  enjoined  her  to  appear  in  the  vestry-room 
of  this  church  on  Sunday  morning  last,  after  service  and  a 
sermon,  and  before  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  five 
or  six  of  the  pIsintifTs  friends  (some  of  whom  attended), 
to  recite  after  the  minister  her  regret,  Ac.,  in  the  words 
laid  down  in  the  order.”  Was  the  Jewess  compelled  to 
hear  the  Christian  sermon  ?  At  Wellington,  in  Shrop¬ 
shire,  lately,  a  nuMt  disgraceful  scene  of  this  sort  took 
place ;  and  another  at  R^ruth,  in  Cornwall.  Here  ths 
crowd  were  cheated  out  of  their  usual  amusement :— has 
reform  got  into  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  ? 

—  A  boy  in  this  city,  three  years  of  age,  was  asked  who 
made  him.  With  his  little  band  a  foot  from  the  floor,  he 
aitlessly  replied-*-*^  God  made  me  a  little  baby  so  higli, 
and  I  grev  the  rest.*' — Connaught  Gazette,

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POSTSCRIPT. 

LONDON,  Sahtrdatf  Morning,  Dec.  21,  1839. 

There  is  little  intelligence  of  interest  this  week  ;  we  can 
only  direct  attention  to  the  political  meetings  held  in  diffe¬ 
rent  paru  of  the  country,  and  to  the  contents  of  the  foreign 
papers.  I'he  escape  of  an  important  state  piisoner  in 
Baris,  so  weakly  guarded,  naturally  ruses  the  question — 
”  i*lot  or  no  plot  ?” 

The  Paris  papers  of  Thursday  notice  the  statement  of 
the  insult  offered  by  some  French  vessels  to  the  British 
flag  at  the  Mauritius,  as  if  it  had  been  an  affair  of  the 
gravest  character.  Instead  of  regarding  their  countrymen 
as  the  aggressors,  and  in  the  absence  of  all  official  accounts 
of  the  aft'air,  some  of  them  put  on  a  warlike  front,  and  call 
it  a  **  new  proof  of  British  esteem  and  sympathy.” 

Baron  Von  Newmann  has  been  sent  to  liondon  from 
Vienna  upon  an  extraordinary  mission. 

Letters  from  Rome  report  that  the  Court  there  and  that 
of  France  are  on  the  eve  of  a  rupture  respecting  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  the  Duke  of  Bordeaux  by  the  Pope.  The  last  in 
granting  the  youth  a  private  audience  declares  it  was  no 
recognition  of  his  claim  to  the  throne  of  France. 

The  Count  de  Crouy  Chanel,  one  of  the  persons  in 
custoily  on  account  of  the  real  or  most  probably  factitiou.s 
conspiracy,  and  one  of  the  alleged  principals,  has 
escaped.  The  following  are  the  iiarttculars  : — He  was 
taken  to  the  Cabinet  of  M.  Zungiacomi,  the  examining 
inagistrute.  The  gendarme  who  accompanied  him  hud 
liecn  recently  admitted  into  the  geiulannerie.  It  was 
by  mere  chance  that  this  man  was  cliosen.  When  they 
arrived  at  the  cabinet  of  the  examining  m.*igistrAtc,  the 
gendarme  took  his  scat,  according  to  the  usual  order 
given  in  such  cases,  at  the  door  inside.  It  was  eight  o’clcH'k 
before  M.  Zangiucomi  had  finished  Ids  interrogatory, 
and  the  gendarme  was  desired  to  take  back  his  prisoner 
to  the  Conciergerie.  When  M.  dc  Crouy  Chanel  and 
his  guide  had  arrived  near  the  door  of  the  Chambre  des 
Huissiers,  w'hich  communicates  with  the  staircase  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  prison,  M.  de  Crouy  Chanel  began  to  con¬ 
verse  with  his  guide  on  the  hanlship  of  seeing  his  liberty, 
and  perhaps  his  life,  compromised  in  a  cause  which 
he  described  as  that  of  all  old  soldiers,  and,  seeing  the 
gendarme  uffivtcd,  told  him  that  lie  had  eaten  nothing 
the  whole  day,  and  asked  if  he  would  have  the  barbarity 
to  take  him  hack  to  his  cell  without  allowing  him  tm 
take  a  basin  of  soup,  observing,  when  he  saw  the  gej|^- 
arme  hesitate,  that  nothing  would  he  more  easy,  as  thhy 
were  alone,  and  the  Palais  de  .lustico  quite  di'serted  at 
that  hour,  than  to  descend  by  the  Cour  de  Ilarlay,  and 
enter  one  of  the  little  restaurants  of  the  neighbourhood, 
after  which  they  would  return  to  the  Conciergerie. 
The  gendarme  having  yielded,  they  left  the  Palace  ; 
shortly  uftci wards  M.  De  Crouy  Chanel  met  on  the 
quay  a  female,  with  whom  he  conversed,  and  they  dis¬ 
appeared  together.  Whilst  this  was  going  on  M. 
Zangiacomi  had  quittenl  his  cabinet,  and  when  the  em¬ 
ployes  at  the  Conciergerie,  surprised  at  not  seeing  M. 
Dc  Crouy  Chanel  return,  went  to  the  cabinet  to  ascer¬ 
tain  if  the  examination  was  over,  they  found  that  it  was 
shut  up.  During  the  night  every  effort  was  made  to 
trace  the  fugitives,  hut  only  the  gendarme  was  discovered. 
He  pretended  to  have  been  overcome  suddenly  with 
drunkenness  ;  after  a  few  moments’  sleep  the  danger  of 
his  own  position,  he  said,  appeared  to  him,  and  he  liad 
been  afraid  to  return  to  his  quarters.  He  underwent  a 
lung  examination  before  M.  Zangiacomi.  Madame  dc 
Crouy  Chanel  {nee  Cornelia  Dacosta)  was  arrested  at 
her  residence  in  the  Rue  Navarin,  and  confined  at  the 
Prefecture  of  Police.  M.  Lerat,  an  old  officer  of  the 
Imperial  Army,  has  also  I>een  arrested. 

The  Madrid  Eco  del  Comer  do  of  the  Pith  instant 
mentions  that  an  assauin  had  penetrated  Espartero’i  lines, 
and  that  he  had  killed,  with  a  pistol-shot.  Colonel  Lavina, 
the  Duke  de  la  Vitoria’s  Chief  of  the  Staff.  Upon  being 
arrested  the  murderer  alleged  that  he  had  been  charged  by 
Cabrera  to  kill  Espartcro,  and  that  he  had  mistaken  his 
man.  The  Eco  del  Comercio  admits  that  this  requires 
confirmation.  It  seems  that  Cabrera  is  going  to  try  10 
brigadiers  and  22  colonels,  charged  with  a  correspondence 
with  Espartero,  and  that  the  gibbets  on  which  they  sre  to 
be  hsng^  were  alreadjr  set  up.  In  any  other  country  in 
Europe  but  Spain  thu  brigand  would  have  been  hung 
himself  before  this  time. 

Business  in  the  Englisli  Funds  yesterday  was  on  a  more 
extensive  scale  than  for  some  days  past,  and  early  in  the 
day  the  Consol  Market  evinced  some  disposition  to  advance. 
.Hooey  was  more  in  demand,  both  in  the  Stock  Exchange 
and  out  of  doors,  notwithstanding  which  Exchequer  Bills 
improved  Is.  The  British  Queen  has  been  looked  for 
with  much  anxiety  throughout  the  day,  at  one  period  of 
which  it  was  currently  reported  she  had  been  telegraphed  ; 
but  no  tidings  had  been  heard  of  her. 

On  Thursday  a  most  important  meeting  of  the  iuha- 
biUnts  of  Manchester  took  place,  for  considering  the 
necessity  of  the  repeal  of  the  corn  laws,  D.  Price,  Esq., 
in  the  chair.— The  first  resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr 
Mark  Philips,  member  for  Manchester,  and  seconded  by 
Mr  Holland  Hoole,  s  Tory.  It  will  no  doubt  strike 
our  rcadera,  as  a  circuiustaoce  strongly  indicative  of  the 
stale  of  opinion  on  this  question,  that  no  one  ventured  to 
meet  the  resolution  by  a  direct  negativ.>.  Mr  Birley  pro¬ 
posed  as  an  amendment  a  moderate  fixed  duty  instesd  of 
a  total  repeal.  A  Mr  Wroe,  an  ultra-Uadicai,  proposed 
another  amendment,  and  about  thirty  oi  forty  hands  were 
held  up;  for  Mr  Birley’s  from  fifteen  to  twenty,  while 
a  fore»t  of  hands  appeared  for  the  original  motion,  which 
waa  carried  with  eotbusiastic  cbeera,  waving  of  hata,  and 
a  clapping  of  handz.  Fifteen  or  twenty  Tories and|about 
thirty  Chartists  wtre  present,  but  could  make  no  impres¬ 
sion  against  the  object  of  the  meeting. 
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Accounts  from  Newport,  dated  Tliursday,  state  that 
intelligence  had  been  received  by  the  Mayor  that  John 
Rees,  otherwise  Jack  the  Fifer,  who  is  charged  with  having 
been  one  of  the  chief  of  the  insurgents,  and  for  whose  ap¬ 
prehension  a  reward  of  100/  was  offered,  had  been  taken 
near  Abergavenny,  and  was  on  his  way  to  Newport. 
AVilliam  Davis,  who  was  held  to  bail  for  sedition,  and  who 
is  a  young  man  of  education  and  gentlemanlike  manners, 
has  turned  Queen’s  evidence,  and,  it  is  said,  has  laid  open 
the  whole  plan  of  the  insurrection.

A  letter  from  Vienna,  dated  the  10th,  published  in  the 
I.eipnie  Univergal  Gazette.,  says  that  Austria  has  given 
instructions  to  Prince  Esterhazy,  who  is  now  at  Paris,  to 
negotiate  an  arrangement  between  France  and  England  on 
the  (Oriental  question,  so  as  to  compel  the  Cabinet  of  St 
Petersburg  to  accede  to  the  stipulations  which  these  three 
Powers  may  conclude  between  them.  As  this  mission  of 
Prince  Esterhazy  will  detain  him  too  long  at  Paris,  Baron 
Neumann  has  been  sent  from  Vienna  to  Ixmdon  to  take 
his  place  there. 


Letters  from  Athens  of  the  2fHh  ult.  announce  that 
King  Otho  has  signed  a  royal  decree,  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  the  Bank  at  Athens,  projected  some  time 
ago  under  the  auspices  of  Wright  ana  Co.,  and  that  the 
Minister  of  the  Intertor  has  actually  signed  the  requisite 
documents  for  its  protection.  The  privileges  which  the 
new  Bank  is  to  enjoy  are  tolerably  extensive.  For  twenty- 
one  years  after  its  establishment  it  is  to  hate  exclusive 
authority  to  issue  paper  money.  The  capital,  which  must 
in  the  first  instance  be  wholly  British,  is  to  consist  of  two 
millions  of  drachmas,  or  eighty  thousand  pounds  sterling, 
one  half  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  lending  money  on 
mortgages,  leases,  and  all  such  securities,  for  agricultural 
purposes,  making  of  roads,  and  otherwise  improving  the 
face  and  increasing  the  produce  of  the  country.  The 
highest  rate  of  interest  for  money  so  advanced  is  fixed  at 
ten  per  cent.  The  other  half  of  the  capital  of  the  Bank  is 
to  be  expended  in  the  usual  routine  of  bank  business,  such 
as  discounting  bills  and  the  like.  As  the  Bank  capital  in¬ 
creases,  the  Bank  shares  are  to  increase  in  the  same  pro¬ 
portion,  till  the  whole  capital  antounts  to  860, (HN)/.  There 
cannot  be  a  doubt  if  the  Greek  Government  act  with  good 
faith  in  this  affair  of  the  new  Bank,  but  that  its  establish¬ 
ment  will  prove  of  immense  service  to  Greece _ Sun. 


The  reports  current  of  the  arrival  of  the  British  Queen 
steamer  from  New  York,  prove  to  be  unfounded,  as 
nothing  has  been  heard  of  her  up  to  nooA  this  day.

In  tha  preaewt 
day  Anatria  sends  forth  an  inhunaan  adict,  and  the  Protea- 
tnnta  of  the  Tyrol  ara  obliged  to  abandon  their  homes.  But 
who  reoeivao  them  ?  Are  the  arnm  of  Protestant  England 
opened  for  tha  reception  of  the  homnlesa  Tyrolese  Prolas- 
tants  ?  Oh,  no !  They  ara  received  by  a  Catholic  Monarch 
in  his  dominions ;  the  King  of  prn«sia  has  gained  tho 
honour.  (  Much  cheering.)  But  for  thk  contrast  of  our  age 
with  that  of  Queen  Elixaheth  I  may,  perhaps,  be  aecneed  of 
diatovaity,  tha  eharga  which  (he  miaiatarial  orgaoa  aro  in- 
atiucted  to  bring  agaiwiS  tho  Ooiatvativeii  of  ami

The  Gold  Dust  Robbery. — The  Judges  have  not 
yet  decided  upon  the  points  of  law  raised  in  favour  of  the 
prisoners  by  their  counsel  and  it  is  not  likely  that  their 
judraent  will  be  delivered  before  February.  Should  the 
Judges  decide  that  the  prisoners  have  not  been  convicted 
according  to  law,  the  prosecutors  will  have  the  opportunity 
of  preferring  fresh  indictments  against  the  prisoners,  atid 
it  is  said  to  be  their  intention  to  do  so  in  the  event  of  the 
former  conviction  being  quashed. 


This  morning  a  dreadful  accident  occurred  to  Janes 
Rainsford,  thirteen  years  of  age,  son  of  H.  G.  Rainsford, 
Esq.  of  Trevor  Cottage,  St  John's  Wood,  who  was  acci¬ 
dentally  shot  by  bis  brother.  It  appears  that  the  two 
young  gentlemen  purchased  an  old  fowliog  piece  for  their 
amusement,  unknown  to  their  parents.  They  were  amu¬ 
sing  themselves  in  the  garden,  when  the  eldest  brother,  a 
youth  fifteen  years  of  age,  accidentally  discharged  the  gun 
at  the  moment  hb  brother  was  affixing  a  piece  of  paper  as 
a  target  to  a  tiee,  and  the  contents  nearly  all  entered  his 
right  side.  Two  surgeons  abstracted  a  number  of  shots, 
but  from  the  injuries  received,  no  hopes  are  entertained 
of  his  recovery. 


NOTABILIA. 


On  CoMPEi.LiNo  Individuais  to  Prosecute 
FOR  Offences — Whence  all  this  discouragement,  when 
encouragement  was  so  much  wanted  ?  Not  so  much  from 
any  erroneous  vbws,  as  from  mere  oversight  and  negli¬ 
gence.  It  has  been  the  natural,  and  in  a  manner  neces¬ 
sary,  effect  of  the  omitting  to  establish  a  public  prosecutor: 
a  function,  under  every  other  system  perhaps  but  the  Eng¬ 
lish,  provided  for  with  an  attention  little  less  regular  than 
that  bestowed  upon  the  office  of  judge.  No  such  pro¬ 
vision  having  been  made,  individuals  must  be  trepanned 
into  the  service  of  justice,  or  justice,  instead  of  being  so 
often  left  undone,  would  scarce  ever  be  done.  In  this  ser¬ 
vice,  as  in  others,  if  you  have  no  regular  force  on  foot,  you 
must  put  up  with  volunteers  or  pressed  men,  and  get  them 
as  you  can.  What  in  the  military  service  is  regarded  as 
abuse,  is  the  regular  And  sole  practice  in  this  branch  of  the 
legal.  You  lie  in  wait  for  a  man  till  his  peace  has  received 
a  wound  from  injury  ;  you  catch  him  intoxicated  with 
passion,  and  in  that  state  you  enlist  him  into  a  service,  of 
which,  in  addition  to  the  burden,  he  is  to  bear  all  the  ex¬ 
pense,  whether  he  has  funds  for  it,  or  whether  he  has  none. 
You  single  out  the  distressed  :  and,  as  if  unmerited  suffer¬ 
ing  haid  not  been  sufficiently  severe,  you  load  them  and 
squeeze  them,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  at 
large,  but  to  help  to  pamper  a  swarm  of  titled  idlers,  who 
without  so  much  as  the  pretence  of  stirring  a  finger,  are 
gorged  with  wealth,  which  in  France  would  be  deemed  ex¬ 
cessive  if  given  in  recompence  for  the  greatest  service. 
Abuse  is  thus  interwoven  with  abuse,  and  each  gives 
shade  and  protection  to  the  other.  Out  of  extortion  and 
peculation  grow  inacessible  justice  and  paralytic  laws. — 
Bentham'g  Judicial  Establighmentg. 

Treatment  of  Untried  Prisoners — There 
seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of  some  gentlemen  a  notion  that 
when  once  a  person  is  in  prison  it  is  of  no  consequence 
how  he  is  treated  afterwards.  The  tyranny  which  pre¬ 
vailed  of  putting  a  person  in  a  particular  dress  before  trial, 
now  abolished  by  act  of  parliament,  was  justified  by  this 
mode  of  reasoning,  **  The  man  has  been  rendered  infa¬ 
mous  by  imprisonment ;  he  cannot  be  rendered  more  so, 
dress  him  as  you  will.”  The  substance  of  this  way  of 
thinking  is,  that  when  a  fellow -creature  is  in  the  frying- 
pan,  there  is  no  hardship  in  pushing  him  into  the  fire ; 
that  a  little  move  misery,  a  few  more  Hnks,  are  of  no  con¬ 
sequence  in  prison  life.  If  this  monstrous  sort  of  reasoning 
extended  to  hospitals  as  well  as  prisons,  there  would  be  no 
harm  in  breaking  the  small  bone  of  a  man’s  leg  because 
the  large  one  was  fractured,  or  in  peppering  with  small 
shot  a  person  who  was  wounded  by  a  cannon-ball.  The 
principle  is,  that  because  a  man  is  very  wretched  there  is 
no  harm  in  making  him  a  little  more  so.  The  steady 
answer  of  all  this  is,  that  a  man  is  imprisoned  before  triiU 
solely  for  the  securing  his  appearance  at  his  trial ;  and  that 
no  punishment  or  privation,  not  clearly  and  candidly  neces¬ 
sary  for  that  purpose,  should  be  inflicted  upon  him.— • 
Sydney  Smith. 

Bread  and  Education. — \Wt  hear  inuclt  of  the 
advance  of  knowledge  among  the  opeiatives,  but  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  mechanics’  institutions,  and  other  similar  estab¬ 
lishments,  ore  confined  to  the  workmen  of  a  superior  order ; 
such  institutions  cannot  co  exist  with  a  want  of  breail  t 
and  no  inference  can  be  drawn  fVom  them  respecting  the 
intellectual  condition  of  the  class  of  which  we  are  writing. 
With  respect  to  these,  we  repeal  it,  deficiency  of  food,  or 
what  comes  very  close  to  it,  has  been  as  injurious  to  their 
minds  ae  to  their  bodies  ;  while  their  position  in  society  is 
hourly  becoming  less  tenable.  So  large  a  portion  of  the 
community  cannot  continue  thus  deeply  disorganized, 
without  drawing  the  rest  itMo  a  corresponding  derange¬ 
ment  I  and  to  prevent  disturbancts  fatal  to  a  commercial 
country,,  unusual  eflbrts,  corresponding  in  magnitude  with 
the  enl,  must  be  attempted.  In  settiag  about  organic 
ameliorations,  little  can  be  done  Jitr  the  people ;  the  greatest 
good  can  only  be  efflKtcd  by  the  people,  and  through  the 
people.  To  this  end  their  influence  in  society  must  be 
increased,  and  their  bands  strengthened ;  but  to  do  this 
sadely,  their  rainde  must  be  enlarged,  and  their  means  of 
inlormation  greatly  extended.  The  pending  dispute  on 
national  education  is  between  those  who  would  make  all 
things  subordinate  to  what  they  call  religious  instruction, 
and  thoea  who  would  give  a  pceoedence,  in  the  cider  of 
time,  to  reado^;  and  writing,  We  believe  that  both  pars 
tics  fall  short  in  their  views  of  the  required  oourse,  though

Ii.i.D8Tn*Ti0Ks  or  Fonrin  Unakimitt  n. 
Juries — Fifteen  hundred  pounds  I  have  heard  men 
tinned  as  being,  in  one  instance  that  happened  not  m 
long  ago,  the  sum  at  the  expense  of  which  a  verdict  wZ 
obtoined.  According  to  the  report,  it  was  a  case  of  life 
and  death  :  the  cause  being  .an  indictment  for  murder  and 
the  money  given  by  the  defendant.  The  fact  was  mentioned 
to  me  as  one  that  had  become  in  a  considerable  degree 
notorious  ;  but,  having  no  means  of  forming  an  opinion 
concerning  the  truth  of  it,  I  forbear  mentioning  any  further 
particulars,  lest,  the  story  being  false,  suspicion  should  bv 
this  means  come  to  attach  itself  to  this  or  that  individual 
in  whose  instonce  it  would  be  injurious.  Under  the  prin’ 
dole  of  forced,  or  rather  sham  unanimity,  it  is  easy  to  see 
what  prodigious  facility  is  given  to  a  plan  of  corruption  of 
this  sort.  “  Do  what  you  will,”  says  the  first  corrupted 
juryman  to  the  rest,  “  I  am  determined  to  stand  you  W 
Stand  you  out  till  you  are  almost  starved,  you  will  get 
nothing,  and  as  you  will  find  it  necessary  to  yield  at  l«t, 
you  will  not  succeed,  for  this  generous  man  shall  and  will 
be  acquitted  in  spite  of  your  teeth.  On  the  other  hand, 
join  with  me  in  a  verdict  of  acquittal  at  once  ;  you  shall 
have  50/.  a-piece,  and  no  more  injustice  will  be  done  than 
would  be  done  if  you  got  nothing ;  so  that  this  50/.  will 
be  yours  with  a  cleat  conscience.”  Supposing  then  this 
story  to  have  any  truth  In  it,  I  see  not  how,  even  with  the 
force  of  torture  thus  vested  in  his  hands  by  the  principle  of 
unanimity,  the  murderer,  by  the  assistance  of  his  learned 
friend  or  friends,  could  have  effected  his  liberation  without 
some  degree  of  foreknowledge.  Of  some  one  fit  person  at 
least  it  must  have  been  foreicnown  to  him  that  he  would 
have  to  serve  upon  this  jury  :  foreknown  of  some  one  per¬ 
son,  that  after  being  himself  corrupted,  he  might  be  in  a 
condition,  as  well  as  in  a  situation  to  operate,  in  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  corrupter  upon  his  colleagues.— Rcn//iom’*  Art' 
of  Backing  Juries.

ELECTION  RUMOURS  and  MOVEMENTS. 

SouTHWARE. — On  Tuesday  evening  a  meeting  of  the 
friends  of  Mr  Walter,  the  Tory  candidate  for  Southwark, 
was  held  in  the  borough.  Mr  Shcarea  presided,  and  Mr 
Jackson  moved  that  Mr  Walter  was  a  fit  and  proper 
person,  See.  to  represent  Southwark.  Lieutenant  Hems- 
worth  seconded  the  resolution — Mr  Walter  then  rose 
and  avowed  his  abandonm^t  of  the  political  party  he  had 
originally  supported,  and  his  support  of  the  Tories.  He 
placed  his  retirement  from  Parliament  upon  his  failure  to 
obtain  an  inquiry  into  the  New  Poor  Law,  and  his  hope¬ 
lessness  of  “  humanizing  it.”  31  r  Walter  concluded  by 
saying  that — “  Within  the  last  few  months  several  electors 
of  this  borough,  who  had  closely  watched  his  conduct  in 
Parliament  (and  if  he  should  obtain  the  honour  of  repre. 
seating  the  biorough,  he  hoped  his  constituents  would  watch 
him  as  closely  as  they  had  done),  invited  him  again  to 
return  to  Parliament  to  advocate  those  principles  which  he 
The  generous  welcome  he  had  receivetl  from  all  that  party 
would  ever  command  his  respect  and  gratitude.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Some  persons,  he  understood,  had  asked  how  it 
had  uniformly  espoused.  To  that  proposition  he  accedeil, 
on  the  understanding  that  the  tender  of  his  services 
would  be  agreeable  to  the  great  Conservative  body.  He 
could  only  repeat  that  which  he  had  stated  on  a  recent 
occasion,  that  he  should  take  the  constitution  as  his  guide 
— as  a  Reformer,  keeping  within  the  known  limits  of  our 
constitution,  having  always  in  view  the  redress  of  real 
grievances,  and  the  civil  and  religious  rights  of  his  country, 
men ;  and  as  a  Conservative,  having  equally  before  hb 
eyes  the  security  of  property  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
established  church.  In  conclusion  he  begged  to  say,  that 
though  he  should  consider  it  unfair  in  any  individual  who 
was  either  agent  for  or  pledged  to  the  opposite  party  to 
come  to  a  meeting  like  the  present  and  catechize  him,  still 
he  was  ready  to  answer  any  questions  which  might  be  put 
to  him  by  gentlemen  not  pledged  to  either  party.  (Ixmd 
cheers).’* — A  resolution  was  then  moved  and  carried  that 
the  electors  constituting  the  meeting  would  do  their  best  to 
effect  Mr  Walter’s  return. 

On  the  same  evening  as  the  foregoing  a  meeting  of  the 
friends  of  Mr  Wood  met  at  Newman's  Hotel,  Mr  Parr  in 
the  chair.  Mr  A.  Pellatt  moved  the  first  resolution, 
namely — 

**  That  the  resigoatioo  of  D.  W.  Harvey,  Esq.,  having 
been  publicly  aanoonced,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  electors  of 
Southwark  to  select  a  gentlewan  to  succeed  him  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  in  Parliament  who  poesesscs  commercial  knowledge 
and  experience,  who  is  actuated  by  the  same  fearless  love  ol 
reform  and  ardent  deeire  for  tlie  extensiua  of  civil  liberty, 
and  who  is  the  advocate  of  full  liberty  of  conscience  on  alt 
religious  sul^ects  and  of  equal  laws  fur  the  community  at 
large.” 

Mr  Hrady  proposed  the  second  resolution,  that  Mr 
Wood  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  represent  the  borough 
in  parliament.  He  contended  that  Mr  Walter’s  principles 
were  diametrically  opposed  to  those  Mr  Harvey  had  pro¬ 
fessed,  althoitth  he  was  returned  for  Berkshire  on  Radical 
principles.  The  Times  newspaper,  with  which  he  was 
advocated  reform  until  they  had  got  an  advan¬ 
tageous  offer.  Whether  3Ir  Walter  was  sold  as  well  as 
the  paper  in  the  sane  compact,  he  did  not  know  ;  but  it 
was  clear  that  from  that  time  Mr  Walter  voted  with  the 
Tories.  All  that  Mr  Walter  professed  to  have  to  recom- 
mend  him  to  their  notice  was  his  abhorrence  for  the  Poor 
I  fnw  Amendment  Act,  thinking  that  his  mad  vociferations 
in  the  House  of  Commons  were  sufficient  to  recommend 
him  to  their  suffrages.  (Hear,  hear,  and  a  cry  of  *'  No 
abuse.**)  Mr  Wood  supjwrted  the  ballot;  but  Mr 
Walter  did  not  think  it  dignified  or  becoming  in  au  honest 
man  to  vote  secretly.

Why 
is  this  so  ?  Is  it  because  the  pike  ”  has  failed,  that  tlie 
“torch”  must  now  come  into  full  operation  ?  Whatever  is 
its  real  cause,  it  is  a  melancholy  and  deplorable  symptom  of 
our  present  social  malady. — Leeds  Times. 

Fatal  Occurrence. — On  Thursday  week,  a  young 
woman,  who  had  only  been  engaged  as  a  servant  in  the 
home  establishment  or  Sir  B.  R.  Graham,  Bart.,  of  Norton 
Conyers,  since  Martinmas  lust,  in  attempting  to  pass  between 
the  tuudogs  stationed  on  the  road  leading  to  the  hark  part  of 
the  inansiuD,  was  attacked  hy  them,  and  so  druadfuily  bitten 
and  lacerated  that  she  died  from  the  effects  on  Momiay. 

Sudden  Death  of  Mrs  Westwood. — On  Tuesday 
an  inquisition  was  taken  at  Chiswick,  fur  the  purpose  of  iii- 
(juiiing  into  the  circumstanres  attendant  on  the  death  of  Mrs 
Mary  Westwood,  aged  TA  years,  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr 
R.  Westwood,  who  was  so  brutally  murdered. — Mr  and  Mis 
Mattiface,  of  Devonshire  place,  Chiswick,  deposed  that  they 
had  been  acquainted  witii  tlie  deceased  fur  some  years.  On 
more  than  one  occasion  the  deceased  stayed  at  their  house  on 
a  visit,  and  about  twelve  months  ago,  while  so  staying,  she 
was  attended  hy  Mr  Dodsworth,  surgeon,  of  Tiiruham  green, 
for  d  serious  affection  of  the  heart.  Subsecqueut  to  the  lamen¬ 
table  end  of  her  deceased  husband,  and  when  she  had  sul- 
ficiently  recovered  from  the  shock  her  system  had  sustained, 
she  leflt  her  residence  in  Princes  street,  and  went  into  the 
country,  from  whence  she  returned  to  their  house,  where  she 
remained  up  to  the  time  of  her  death.  On  Friday  la*t  she 
appeared  to  be  in  as  good  health  as  her  advanced  age  and 
infirmities  would  allow  ;  but  on  Saturday  morning,  on  Mrs 
Mattifice  entering  her  room  about  eight  o’clock,  alia  disco¬ 
vered  her  in  beet  in  a  dying  state.  Mr  Dodsworth  was 
instantly  sent  for,  but  before  bis  arrival  she  had  breathed 
her  last.  Mr  D(>dsworth  expressed  his  opiuion  that  the 
death  of  the  deceased  hud  been  lauseJ  by  the  rupture  of  one 
of  the  vessels  of  the  heart. — The  Coruuer  said  there  could 
be  no  doubt  tliut  the  deceased  died  a  natural  death.— The 
jury  then  returned  a  verdict  of  Died  by  the  visitation  of 
God.” 

Frightful  Death.— .On  Sabbath  evening  last  the 
body  of  an  old  woman,  residinq^  in  the  Castle  Cable,  Perth, 
who  was  in  the  practice  of  leading  about  an  idiot  feniele,  so¬ 
liciting  charily,  was  found  in  her  own  house  literally  burnt 
to  ashes.  It  is  said  that  she  had  been  intoxicated  for 
several  days,  and  in  this  state  she  must  have  accidentally  set 
fire  to  some  jiort ion  of  her  clothes.  When  the  remains  of 
the  wretched  woman  were  discovered,  the  poor  idiot  was 
found  cowering  a  short  distoaes  from  thcas,  apperefitly  nn- 
consciouK  of  what  had  happened.  The  body  when  touched 
actually  crumbled  iulo  pieces. — Caledonian  Mercury, 

Fall  from  Sundkhlamd  Bridge.— On  Monday  af¬ 
ternoon  08  a  sailor,  named  John  Bainett,  was  engaged  paiat-

ing  the  metal  works  of  the  stupendous  bridge  in  this  town, 
the  plank  on  which  he  was  standing  slipqied  at  one  end 
from  its  resting  place,  and  the  qx)or  fellow  waa,  in  conse¬ 
quence,  precipitated  into  the  Wear.  The  man  caught  hold 
of  one  of  the  transverse  ribs  of  the  arch  for  a  moment,  bat 
from  the  suddenness  of  the  fall  he  could  not  long  retain 
his  grasp.  He  remained  a  considerable  time  under  water, 
but  eventually  appeared  at  the  surface.  Being  a  gwd  swim¬ 
mer,  he  made  towards  a  sloop  lying  at  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  though  he  waa  much  impeded  by  the  force  of  the 
tide ;  the  men  in  the  shiqi,  perceiving  his  situation,  put  off  a 
boat,  took  him  uqx,  and  landed  him  at  Fenwick’s  quay,  when, 
to  the  surprise  of  all,  he  ran  up  the  bank,  JiimpjM  over  a 
wall,  and  went  to  the  bridge,  for  the  purqiose  ot  locking  up  his 
working  utensils,  though  he  had  fallen  from  a  height  of  u|;> 
wards  of  90  feet.  It  was  high  water  at  the  time  or  the  acci¬ 
dent,  or  his  fall  would  have  been  KM)  feet.  So  little  worse  was 
the  mao,  that  he  walked  home  as  if  nothing^  had  hapqiened. 
At  present  he  complains  of  a  littlis  stiffness  in  his  back,  and 
he  imagines  from  this  that  he  fell  into  the  water  on  his  back. 
The  man  states  that  the  effect  produced  up<in  his  imagina¬ 
tion,  when  he  dashed  into  the  water,  was  as  if  he  had  fallen 
into  a  flame  of  fire  ;  he  also  states  that  he  felt  the  descent 
so  long  that  he  thought  he  should  never  arrive  at  the  bottom. 
He  is  43  years  of  aire. — Northern.  Times. 

A  Juvenile  Monster — The  following  are  some  par¬ 
ticulars  relative  to  the  boy  Herve,  who  has  ^en  arrested  in 
Paris  for  the  murder  of  his  infant  sister,  last  August.  The 
little  monster  is  only  nine  years  old  : — The  commissary  of 
qxilice,  on  a  secNind  interrogatory,  elicited  from  the  boy  this 
confession : — “  My  mother.in-law  beat  me,  and  had  no  love  for 
any  one  but  my  little  sister.  When  she  had  another  little  girl, 
I  saw  that  I  should  be  still  more  hated  by  her,  and  I  deter¬ 
mined  to  kill  my  si.^ter.  I  knew  that  alkali  was  a  poison,  but 
was  sure  that  the  apothecary  would  not  sell  much  of  it  to  a 
little  boy  like  me.  I  went  to  the  qiliarmacy  at  No.  22  Rue 
Richelieu,  where  they  gave  me  a  small  qnaniit}'.  I  returned 
six  successive  days,  and  procured  each  time  as  iniicli  inure. 
Thinking  I  had  enough,  I  took  an  opqMirtuiiitv,  when  alone 
with  my  little  sister,  to  make  her  swallow  it  ty  opening  her 
mouth.  I  don’t  know  whether  she  swallowed  it  all  or 
whether  she  threw  some  of  it  up  in  crying.  I  then  took  a 
large  pin  and  forced  it  into  her  ear,  which  I  covered  with  her 
caq).  She  died  almost  immediately  afterwards.”  The  com¬ 
missary,  horror-struck  by  the  cool  and  unconcerned  manner 
in  which  this  frightful  recital  was  made,  represented  to  the 
boy  that  he  had  nut  bettered  his  condition  by  the  act.  He 
replied  with  great  quickness — ^‘Oh,  I  did  not  intend  to  kill 
only  my  youngest  sister  ;  I  should  have  easily  got  rid  of  the 
eldest,  and  would  have  qioisoncd  mv  mother-in-law  if  I  could 
have  obtained  poison  enough.”  Thf?  bm'  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  hands  of  the  Proctireur  du  Roi,  and  the  liody 
of  the  infant  is  ordered  to  be  taken  up  and  examined. 

Execution  of  William  Leek. — On  Monday  morning 
the  sentence  of  the  law  was  carried  into  effect  in  the  front  of 
Newgate  nqion  William  Lees,  convicted  at  the  late  Novem¬ 
ber  sessions  of  the  wilful  murder  of  his  wife.  A  little  ufler 
seven  o’clock  the  sherifl's,  uiider-sherifls,  and  other  function¬ 
aries,  were  admitted.  He  received  them  calmly,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  the  gratitude  he  felt  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness 
bestowed  upon  him  by  them  and  the  governor  of  the  prison. 
Shortly  before  the  clock  struck  eight  the  preliminaries  of 
death  commenced  by  tlie  officers  pinioning  the  arms  and 
wnrists  of  the  convict.  The  fortitude  of  the  prisoner  during 
this  ceremony  was  surprising;  he  conversed  cheerfully  with 
the  ordinary — not  a  muscle  was  distorted  or  a  joint  quivered. 
The  prison-bell  announced  a  movement  at  eigiit  o’clock,  and 
the  procession  moved  from  the  cliaqiel-yard  towards  the  scaf¬ 
fold,  D.  W.  Harvey,  Esq.,  taking  the  lead  with  the  sheriffs, 
the  prisoner  following  in  the  rear  with  a  firm  and  steady 
step,  and  that  continued  until  he  got  iitioa  the  platform.  At 
this  moment  he  was  greeted  by  the  hoots  of  the  multitude^ 
but  he  (mailed  not.  The  executioner  performed  the  duties 
of  his  office  with  his  accustomed  celerity,  and  in  a  few  mi¬ 
nutes  tile  culprit  ceased  to  live.  Everytliing  which  could  be 
brought  forward  in  favour  of  the  unhaqipy  man  was  laid  be¬ 
fore  the  Marquis  of  Norinanb}',  but  after  an  attentive  consi. 
deration  of  tlie  whole  circumstances,  his  lordship  found  that 
he  could  not  advise  a  commutation  of  the  sentence.  He  con¬ 
fessed,  in  presence  of  the  sheriffn,  under-sheriffs,  and  ordi- 
nacy,  that  he  had  murdered  his  wife,  and  stated  the  circum¬ 
stances  under  which  the  awful  crime  was  perpetrated.  He 
said  that  they  were  both  somewhat  intoxicated  at  the  time, 
and  a  quarrel  took  place  concerning  one  of  her  gowns  which 
he  had  qiawned.  From  words  they  proceeded  to  blows,  and 
she  seized  the  qsiker,  rushed  towards  him,  and  was  in  the  act 
of  striking  him  with  it,  when,  in  his  own  defence,  he  lifted  a 
buttle  containing  medicine,  whicli  lay  on  the  table,  and  threw 
it  at  her  head.  She  full  buck  in  licr  clnir  from  the  effects  of 
the  blow  ;  her  head  lay  back  on  the  chair ;  and  seeing  the 
medicine  dropping  fr(*ra  lier  face,  he  thought  from  its  red 
colour  that  it  was  blood,  and  was  seized  with  remorse,  and 
sqioke  kindly  to  h(*r ;  hut  in  return  she  used  some  provoking 
language  towards  hirn,  and,  in  the  heat  of  passion,  ne  took  uqi 
a  razor  which  lay  near  him,  and  inflicted  the  large  wound  in 
her  neck,  which  must  Immediately  have  caused  her  death. 
The  qioker  was  still  in  her  hand,  and  he  seized  it  and  in¬ 
flicted  the  punctured  wound  on  her  cheek  with  it,  described 
b^  Mr  Garrett,  the  surgeon,  who  was  examined  on  the  triaL 
1  ho  other  wounds  were  also  inflicted  by  him  with  the  razor 
at  the  same  time,  and  while  in  a  state  of  great  excitement. 


COMMERCE  AND  TRADE. 

It  is  not  in  England  alone  that  distress  prevails  among  the 
manufacturing  and  agricultural  classes.  In  Noimandy  the 
failures  and  went  of  employ  have  occasioned  great  misery, 
and  even  in  Paris  70,f)00  persons  are  said  to  be  roaiutaiaed 
by  public  buunty. 

In  the  Bri^h  market  for  cotton  during  the  week  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  demand.  At  Liverpool  On  Wednes¬ 
day  the  market  was  much  firmer  in  that  article  :  4,000  bales 
were  sold,  but  no  actual  advance  of  price  could  be  quoted. 
At  Manchester  13  factories  were  stoqiped,  and  20  work  only 
from  three  to  five  days  a-week.  In  the  yarn  trade  there  are 
symptoms  of  amendment,  though  at  prices  t<x)  low  to  be 
remunerating.  The  market  has  been  steady  and  decidedly 
better.  (In  Monday  the  statement  of  the  cotton  market  was

GenZii 
speaking,  therefore,  there  is  little  change  in  the  stau  /! 
things  from  that  of  last  week,  and  the  pressure  upon  the  in- 
(iiistrinus  classes  is  by  no  means  diminishing.  The  Ghw-o» 
Herald  states  that  great  efforts  are  making  to  alleviate  the 
distresses  of  the  operatives  of  Paisley,  which  are  very  great. 

We  greatly  regret  to  perceive  that  the  distress  amony  oiir 
labouring  population  is  daily  on  the  increase.  We  have  this 
week  received  intelligence  from  Otley,  Yeadon,  Guiselv 
Bradford,  and  in  short  from  almost  all  the  manufacturing 
towns  and  villages  in  the  West  Riding,  of  the  increased 
numbers  who  are  being  thrown  out  of  employment.  In 
Leeds  and  the  out-townships,  the  numlier  of  the  unemployed 
is  also  rapidly  on  the  increase.  It  is  almost  iinqwssible,  we 
believe,  to  form  any  adequate  idea  of  the  qire^sent  privations 
suffered  by  the  working  classes  in  this  neighlmurhood. 
Hundreds  of  families  are  starving  of  cold  and  hunger.  The 
poor-rate  is  totally  inadequate  to  supqiort  them,  even  when 
their  application  is  snccessful.  In  no  previous  sea.son,  do 
we  believe,  have  there  been  stronger  and  mure  urgent  claims 
uqion  the  compassion  and  kindness  of  the  charitable  and  the 
merciful. — Manchester  Times. 

The  continued  rains  have  been  very  injurious  to  agricul- 
ture.  In  Worcester  and  Hereford  not  a  seed  of  wheat  lias 
yet  been  put  into  the  ground,  and  a  much  larger  breadth  than 
usual  has  been  reserved  for  spring  grain.  The  w  heats  which 
arc  up  look  well  in  some  places,  in  others  they  are  yellow 
and  sickly  in  apqiearance.  A  time  so  unfavourable  for  agri¬ 
cultural  oqieiaLioas  has  never  liecn  remembered. 

The*  state  of  the  money  market  in  London  is  free,  and 
money  is  obtainable  without  much  difficulty.  Yet  flir  loans, 
even  of  a  week  or  two,  there  has  been  much  difficulty,  with¬ 
out  paying  7  or  8  q;x5r  cent,  though  upon  excellent  security. 
On  Thursday  Consols  advanced  to  92^  and  921  “rcount 
On  that  day  Columbian  Stock  underwent  a  further  deqireb- 
sion.  Railway  shares  yesterday  had  improved. 

In  goods  such  as  tea,  suq^,  ffood  coffee,  and  similar  arti¬ 
cles,  the  trade  has  improved,  fn  tea  the  deliveries  continue 


The  long  list  of  bankruptcies  in  Tuesday’s  Gazette,  and 
the  increased  gloom  which  pervades  the  accounts  of  the 
state  of  trade  throughout  the  mMufacturing  districts,  attract 
much  interest  throughout  the  City.  The  woollen  and  yarn 
trades  seem  to  be  most  severely  affected;  but  all  descrip¬ 
tions  are  suffering,  and  prices  continue  to  fall.  In  Hudders¬ 
field  and  Bradford  everything  is  depicted  despondingly,  and 
in  the  former  a  fact  is  stated  which  we  fonnerly  notice(l— 
that  what  with  failures,  and  the  sacrifices  made  in  getting 
rid  of  stock,  both  in  the  raw  material  and  raanulactared 
i'oods,  there  has  been  no  parallel  since  1826  j  while  at  the 
same  time  the  pressure  has  been  increased  during  last  month, 
in  consequence  of  the  different  banks  having  been  compile 
to  draw  the  reins  tighter  and  tighter  every  week.  This  u 
also  in  accordance  with  what  we  previously  remarked,  tliat, 
while  the  restrictive  policy  of  the  Bank  of  England  was  ei- 
rierienced  in  the  metropolis  to  the  CTcateat  extent,  money 
was  not  of  nearly  so  much  value  in  the  province^  owing  o 
the  fettered  qxisition  in  which  the  Bank  of  England  stood  with 
certain  country  banks  of  issue,  which  thwarted  her  own  ex 
ertions  to  control  the  circulation,  and  that  it  would  squire 
some  time  before  the  screw  in  the  London  market  wou  e 
tend  its  influence  with  full  force  in  the  manufacturing  ^ - 
tricts.  That  time  has  evidently  now  arrived ;  and  wnen 
money  is  declared  to  be  comparatively  easy  m  the  Lonmn 
market,  the  complaints  from  the  country  on  accou 
scarcity  are  louder  than  ever.— C’Arontc^ _ _

We 
bad  a  abort  aapply  of  Eaaea  and  Kentiah  Wheat  thia  morning, 
and  prices  of  Engliah  are  la.  higher.  Foreign  Wbeat  ia  in  (hir 
demand  at  last  week’s  prices;  but  the  great  balk  offering  here 
is  more  or  leas  stale.  Barley  is  quoted  Is.  te  la.  lower.  Old 
Oats  of  any  kind  have  got  so  scarce  that  they  bring  rather 
more  money,  for  the  New  are  rery  soft,  and  the  Irish  Oats 
come  so  scantily  to  market  that  the  stocks  here  are  trifling. 
Beans  are  Is.  cheaper,  the  best  New  Harrows  do  not  exceed 
41s.  Peas  are  la.  cheaper.  White  Peas  are  offered  at  41s., 
and  Maple  at  41s.  per  quarter.  In  Flour  thers  is  no  altera¬ 
tion.  At  Lirerpool,  on  Friday,  Oata  and  Oatmeal  were  dearer, 
the  latter  was  quoted  at  equal  to  Ifls.  6d.  a  cwt.  At  Dublin, 
on  the  same  day,  both  Barley  and  Oata  were  dearer,  but  Oat¬ 
meal  was  heary ;  the  price,  however,  there  was  high,  being 
quoted  to  Ids.  a  cwt.  At  Norwich,  on  Saturday,  although  the 
condition  of  the  New  Wbeat  was  much  affected  by  the  rainy 
weather,  there  was  a  good  demand  for  it  at  full  prices,  and 
Flour  was  in  some  instances  6d.  dearer.  No  good  marks  could 
be  bought  much  under  61s.  per  sack,  free  on  board.  At  Dantaic. 
on  the  6th  instant,  there  waa  very  little  doing  in  grain,  as  a 
strong  frost  had  set  in  on  the  1st,  which  bad  prevented  supplies 
cowing  forward,  and  it  was  supposed  that  if  tbe  accounts  from 
England  continued  flat,  fine  VVLeat  would  be  contracted  for 
spring  delivery  at  45a.  per  quarter,  f.  o.  b.  Large  Barley  waa 
quoted  at  21a.  to  248.,  and  Peas  at  20a.  to  148.  free  on  board.

On  the  12th  inat.  at  Bath,  after  a  long  illness,  Admiral  Sir 
William  liargiKHi,  O.C.B.  aud  G.i;  H.  In  the  early  part  of 
his  prufesatunul  career  Sir  Williiim  served  under  Ins  late  Ma¬ 
jesty  in  the  West  Indies,  and  wis.ver  afterwards  hnnoiind 
with  his  Majesty's  fiiendahip  and  esteem.  Sir  Wilhaiii  anhse- 
qiiently  commanded  the  Belluislu  in  the  meiuorabie  battle  of 
Trafalgar.  Hia  last  service  was  bb  Port  Admiral  at  Plymcuth. 

On  'J'hnrrday  week,  at  the  seat  of  Viscount  Hrresford,  Henry 
Philip  Hoj'e,  Kuq.  Mr  Hope  waa  the  iinrluof  the  rnenioer  for 
Gloucester,  and  hroiher  in  law  of  ih«  Vi-<cniinteas  HeresinrU. 
Like  liu  hrollier,  the  late  Thomas  Hope,  K*q.,  Mr  Hoik-  waa 
remarkable  for  hia  cultivated  mind  and  hia  tsate  in  the  (me 
arts.  In  hia  youth  he  bad  vialied  every  part  of  Europe  and 
Various  iMiriioe.*  of  Asia.  He  was  conversant  with  and  spoke 
aeven  did'erent  languages,  and  maintainrd  an  extensive  cor. 
ri  spoiidence  with  leariivd  men  in  u  I  parts  of  Europe.  He 
bad  formed  one  of  the  moat  perfect  colleciions  of  diamniida  and 
pieciuua  stones  that  has  perhaps  heeii  ever  po«se*M«>U  by  a  pri¬ 
vate  individual,  valued  at  l5U,iiUU4.  Altliiiugh  poaaeaaed  of  an 
ample  I'orliine,  bis  huhita  were  of  the  niiMt  simple  aod  unoa. 
teniatioiia  nature;  he  aeemetl  to  regard  wealth  only  as  thii 
means  of  doing  good.  A  few  years  ago  he  inherited,  uimn  the 
death  of  a  n  lative,  a  largo  fortune,  which  he  divided  at  once 
with  hia  nephews.  A  principal  contributor  to  all,  wiihoiit 
exception,  ol  the  public  chaiities  i.f  the  metropolis  he  distri¬ 
buted  large  sums  annually  in  private  elnrity.  ' 

On  the  loth  Inst,  at  Hit  kmaiiswoith,  in  tbe  88th  year  of  his 
age,  Fraiicia  Con»t.  Esq.,  many  years  rliairraao  of  the  Middle, 
sex  aod  Westminster  Sersions. 

On  the  rjth  or  I3lh  of  May  last,  in  tbe  l»th  year  of  his  age 
on  Uie  uurth  west  coast  of  Australia,  while  engaged  in  an 
expedition  of  d  acovi  ry,  Frederick  Cooke  Smith,  a  youth  of 
uncommon  talent  a  .d  the  moat  tindaiiiiled  courage.  He  wrm 
the  eldest  oou  of  Octavius  11.  Smith,  Esq  ,  of  TlMiiies  Bank, 
Westminster,  and  graudsou  of  W'ilhaiu  Nmith,  Enq.,  so  long 
tho  representative  of  Norwich.  ’•  He  died  in  the  buvh  from 
exhaiistiuu,  and  tbe  eifects  of  a  previous  affectum  of  tbe  bead, 
about  l>U  miles  lo  the  north  of  Perth,  being  the  only  one  of  the 
Australian  expedition  who  fell  a  victim  to  the  privations  and 
fatigues  they  had  undergone.  Under  circumstances  of  extra, 
ordinary  difficulty  he  afforded  great  assisUiice  to  his  compa¬ 
nions,  and  gave  many  eouvinciug  proofs  of  courage  and  resig¬ 
nation.  At  bbark’s  Bay,  during  the  hurricane  on  the  night  of 
the  22lh  of  February,  it  was  Mr  Siniih  who  swam  ashore  from 
tbe  boats  with  the  line  ti  which  the  provisions  were  attached, 
by  thi*  ant  mainly  contribuliug  to  the  preserratiou  of  the 
whole  party.”— From  the  Perth  (Weateru  Auairalia)  Gazette, 

LaU'ly,  on  the  Myvauiion  estate,  unmarried  and  intestate, 
Joseph  Knight  Hamilton,  one  of  the  ricbeat  suhjecta  iii  the 
New  World.  He  waa  the  last  aurviving  child  of  an  aged 
European  aeltler,  who,  being  offended  with  hia  fatuity,  left  hia 
native  laid,  and  would  nater  luirreapond  with  them.
